Both Army Officers Appear To Be Resting: on the Records They 
Have Made by Their Talk 


EAGAN MUST CHANGE 


War Investigating Commission Sends | 


Ducument Back te Its Author. 


BOTH MEN HAVE THEIR SUPPBRTERS 


Miles Declares He Is Waiting for Sec- 
retary Alger To Take Some Steps 
in the Matter While Eagan 
Explains Why He Used 
Offensive Language. 


Washington, January 13.—There was no 
abatement in the interest exhibited here 


today in all the incidents connected with 
the bitter attack made yesterday by Com- 
missary General Eagan upon General Nel- 
S0n A. Miles. As might have been ex- 
pected, a matter of this official conse- 
quence was sure to attract the attention of 
the president and in consequence a greater 
part of the session of the cabinet today 
was given to its consideration. 

The principals in the case—Generals Miles 
and Eagan—contributed little during the 
Gay to the controversy, but the war inves- 
tigating commission acted promptly to re- 
dress the affront put upon the board itself, 
as the members regarded it, contained in 
the language used by General Eagan. 

In a letter returning the latter's state- 
ment the commission did not indicate pos- 
itively whether or not they would receive 
it as evidence, even though the oLjectiona- 
ble language were excised, nor did General 
‘Eagan give any sign of an intention on his 
part to avail himself of the offer made by 
the board. His friends did not hesitate to 
intimate that he would expunge the ob- 
jectionable language, but he would say 
_ mething for himself, and any intimation 
on that score must be obtained from the 
‘board itself. 

Two Views Are Held. 

The war department officials are not~yet 
clear as to what would be the effect of a 
withdrawal or modification of the state- 
ment. 

One element holds that, officially, the rec- 
ord failing to show that any ol,jectionable 
language had been used, there would be 
no legal offense. 

Another takes the view that while the 
amendment of the statement mitigates 
Eagan’s offense, it would not wipe it out. 
Another aspect of the case is the bringing 
forward of the plea of exemption which 
guaranteed in the name of the president 
‘all of the witnesses before the board from 
the consequences of what they might say. 
But again the officials were divided, and 
this was also true of the members of the 
cabinet, as to whether the exemption could 
be claimed in this particular case. 

‘Meanwhile, General Miles is apparently 
waiting for the war department to act, tak- 
ing the position that it is incumbent upon 
it and the war commission to protect the 
army from such attacks. 

In the excitement created by this inc!- 
dent, the pending issue before the commis- 
sion, the quality of the army beef, was 


well nigh lost sight of, There were, how- 
ever, two picquant additions to that part 
of the proceedings, one consisting of the 
testimony of General Wood, to the effect 
that no one who amotnted to anything had 
made any complaint as to the rations, and 
the other from Theodore Roosevelt, making 


| a severe complaint regarding the beef. 


Commissioners Were Surprised. 

The commission regrets that General Ea- 
gan proceeded as far as he did, and it is 
explained today that the vituperative na- 
ture of the testimony was a complete sur- 
prise to the commission, and that but for 
the rapidity with which General Eagan 
read his long statement and the absorbing 
vehemence of its delivery, he would have 
been checked at the time. One member of 
the commission said today that he was 
about to move that the witness be called 
to‘order, but decided not to, believing from 
the heated way in which General Eagan 
spoke, such peremptory action might pre- 
cipitate some controversy. 

The matter was taken up in executive 
session by the commission immediately af- 
ter General Eagan had closed, and ex-Gov- 


ernor Woodbury, of Vermont, introduced 


| a motion and the rejection of the testimony 


as it stands was unanimously voted at the 
executive session preceding today’s public 
session. ; 

At this time, there was considerable dis- 
cussion on the point of the use of such 
language as taking advantage of the wit- 
ness stand, but the general opinion wag ex- 
pressed that the course taken in not in- 
terfering with the testimony in its delivery 
and then carefully considering its propriety 
was the best. At the time of the creation 
of the commission the president instructed 
the commission and verbally assured the 
members that all witnesses would be im- 
mune from punishment for what they 
might say before that body, but members 
of the commission say it never was intend- 
ed to induige such language as that given 
utterance to yesterday. 


What Will Be Done Is a Guess. 

What ‘further steps may be taken in the 
matter, save as to the acceptance or re- 
jection of the revised statement, if one is 
submitted, lies without the scope of the 
commission. If the statement ig réturned 
with the vituperative and objectionable 
languege entirely stricken out and with 
only temperate ind conservative language 
used, the. commission will accept it and 
consider it as testimony. While the action 
taken today was.unanimous, there were 
three absent members, President Dodge, 
Colonel Sexton and ex-Governor Beaver, 
two being ill with the gripe, and theother, 
Governor Beaver, having business in Penn- 
sylvania detining him. 

Colonel Denby, the ex-minister to China, 
presided and at the executive session today 
expressed himself very vigorously, dispatch- 
ing Major Miles, the official recorder, over 
to Commissory General Eagan with the re- 
jected testimony immediately after he had 
signed the accompanying letter. This was 
signed during General Wood's testimony 
and was made public immediately after the 
papers had been placed in General Eagan’s 
hands. 

Fcllowing is the commission’s letter: 

“Washington, D. C., January 13, 1899.— 
Brigadier General C. R. Eagan, Commis- 
sary General, War Department—Sir: We re- 
spectfully inform you that after your tes- 
timony was read yesterday the following 
resolution was unanimously passed: 

““*Moved, That the commission receive 
Géneral Eagan’s testimony without com- 
ment; that it be not printed at once, but

ATLANTA TO HAVE TROOPS ALL SUMMER 


Better Postal Facilities Granted to 
Atlanta—To Have Four Sub- 
Postoffices—A Pleasant 
Call on President 
McKinley.

Washington, January 13.—(Special.)—The 
people of Atlanta need never fear the Fri- 
day or thirteen hoodoo again. Again Fri- 
day, the 13th, has been a red-letter day, ap- 
parently, in the history of the city, for it 
has brought either success, or the good 
promise of success, to a number of projects 
of interest and importance to the city. 

First, the bill providing for a new 
circuit judge for the fifth judicial cir- 
cuit was passed by the senate. 

Second, the secretary of war has 
promised that in the summer Atlanta 
shall have as many troops as she can 
accommodate. 

Third, the hearing of the delegation 
before the house committee on public 
buildings augurs well for the passage 
of the bill for a million dollar public 
building for Atlanta. 

Fourth, a number of’ improvements 
in the postal service for Atlanta have 
been inaugurated by the postoffice de- 
partment. ; 


The first thing today was the hearing be- 
fore the public buildings and grounds com- 
mittee in behalf of the new public building. 


Of course, theré thas not yet been action on | 


the bill, but the indications are favorable, 
for the presentation of Atlanta’s case cer- 
tainly made a very favorable impression 
upon the members of the committee. 

The hearing was at 11 o’clock. All of the 
delegation were present with Colonel Liv- 
ingston and Senator Clay. Chairman Mer- 
cer had a lot of other people apply for time 
in behalf of other projects, but he gave the 
Atlanta people nearly an hour, apologizing 
to those he kept waiting by saying that 
these Atlanta fellows had made it so in- 
teresting that he could not cut them short. 

Colonel Livingston first made a brief 
statement of the purposes of the visit, and 
then introduced President Neal, of the 
chamber of commerce. Mr. Neal made a 
short statement of the situation, and then 
Mr. Martin read the chamber of commerce 
pamphlet, setting forth the city’s needs. 

After this Postmaster Smyth made what 
proved to be one of the most interesting of 
all the talks, The postmaster had the facts 
and figures of the growth of Atlanta, and 
of the great increase in her postal and 
postoffice business. He showed that while 
the present office was adequate for a city 
one-fourth her size, it was by no means 
equal to the present needs, and he pointed 
out the utter inadequacy of the accommo- 
dations for the future. Major Smyth had 
all the figures to show what he claimed, 
and in response to the questioning of the 
committee, he met all the points they rais- 
ed. He naturally was the principal speaker, 
for it was left to him to show by the figures 
the needs of the city. He did it splendidly. 

Marshal Walter Johnson followed him, 
and was in turn followed by Governor Bul- 
lock, Mr. Clark Howell, Colonel W. A. 
Hemphill, Colonel J. -T. Glenn and Dr. 
Spalding. All of the speeches were timely 
and to the point. The members of the com- 
mittee gave close attention to the speakers, 
and manifested their interest by their fre- 
quent questions, ‘all of which were answered 
to their full satisfaction, and the Atlanta 
delegation left, feeling assured their case 
was in the hands of friends. 

Just when the committee will act on the 
bill has not been determined, but in the 
meantime Colonel Livingston will be work- 
ing with the individual members. 1 
“This afternoon the delegation first 
lunched at the Shoreham, with Colonel 
Livingston, Congressman John Allen and 
Captain Howell} as the guests of honor, and 
afterwards went to the department of jus- 
tice, where they paid their respects to 
Attorney General Griggs. Colonel Glenn, 
as a member of the lawyers’ committee, 
and Mr. Glark Howell assured the attorney 
general that the keys of the city would be 
at his disposal. and that not only the law- 
yers, but everybody else would do all in 
their power to see that he enjoyed his visit. 
He expressed this interest in his prospec- 
tive southern trip and h'‘s gratification at 
this call from the Atlanta people. 


Call on the President. 


From the department of justice the party 
went over to the white house. The ‘pres- 
ident was in conference with Senator 
Fairbanks when they went in, but he at 
once sent for the Atlantians, and for 
fifteen minutes chatted with them. Colo- 
nel livingsten presented the members of 


the party, but it was hardly necessary, 
for the president remembered most of 


them to Senator Fairbanks, in his usual 
gracious way, and Iimsisted. upon their 
sitting and talking With him. In the 
course of the talk, he referred to his visit 
to the south, saying that it was by all 
odds the trip of his administration and 
that he had enjoyed it more than any 
trip he had ever taken, 

Dr. Spalding, speaking as an old con- 
federate, told the président that he had 
certainly won the heafts of the people of 
the south by his speech about the graves. 
The president said that he had received 
thousands of letters from all over the 
south, expressing the same sentiment. He 
said that he felt the trip had been of real 
good to the entire country, and if he had 
contributed anything toward a better un- 
derstanding he felt that he had cause for 
self-congratulation. People had written 
him from all the states of the south, that 
while they had voted against him and still 
differed with him on political issues, they 
honored him for his sentiments and that 
he fhad won a place in their hearts. 

That chat was purely informal, all the 
visitors taking part in it, and as they 
left the president assured them he would 
ulways be glad to see them. He remark- 
ed incidentally that if there was anything 
they wanted, all they had to do was to 
ask Colonel Livingston for it, for nobody 
up here, either at the white house or the 
capitol, could ever refuse Livingston any- 
thing. 

Four Sub-Postoffices in Atlanta. 


Postmnster Smyth and Congressman 
Livingston put in*a good half hour at the 
postoffice department after the hearing at 
the capitol, ana the result is the addition 
of several important features to the ser- 
vice of the Atlanta postoffice. The post- 
master made a strong statement of the 


needs of the city, and the congressman's | 


influence did the rest. Major Smyth has 
been given authority to establish four sub- 
stations in different parts of the city, 
which will be of great convenience to the 
public. These sub-stations issue mone 
orders and register jetters, as well as sell 
stamps, and in this way add greatly to the 
convenience of the public. They are lo- 
cated usually in drug stores or pas os 
of easy access to the’ people. Of rse 
they do not distribute or receive mai for 
that is taken up by the carrters, just as 
at present; but the advantages of money 
order and registry offices are given by 
them, 

Clara postoffice, out Marietta stmet, just 
beyond the city HMmits, is-to be made a 
full station under the Atlanta system. 
This will be a very welcome qange |for 
the people at that part of the tity. 

Postmaster Smyth is working to extend 
the free delivery service out Peachtree to 
Wilson street, and while this las not been 
determined, assurances were given that 
it will be done soon. 

“Georgia’’ will probably be the name 
given to one of the new battleships pro- 
vided for in the naval appropriation bill 
now under consideration by congress. 

Representative Carter Tate, as an ac- 
tive and influential member of the naval 
committee on naval affairs, is industrious- 
ly at work in the right direction to have 
the name of his state bestowed upon one 
of the new warships, and at the present 
writing the indications are that his ef- 
forts will be crowned with success. 


Atlanta Will Get Troops. 


Secretary Alger has promised that At- 
lanta shall be q great center for troops 
next summer. He made that prom’se to the 
chamber of commerce delegation who called 
on him at the war department with Colonel! 


Livingston this afternoon. He has made 


the promise without any ifs or ands, and in 
doing so, gives reasons which show that 
he appreciates Atlanta’s merits, 

After their call on the president this af- 
ternoon othe Atlanta delegation went 
Over to the war department to pay their 
respects to Secretary Alger. In the courss 
of the informal talk that followed, the at- 


tention of the secretary was incidentally 
called to the fact that Atlanta had got 
no troops after all, notwithstanding the sec- 
retary’s assurance that they should be sent 
tnere. That brought up the subject and 
General Alger went into it at some length. 
He d@aid he had supposed troops had been 
sent to Atlanta until he found to the con- 
trary, on his southern trip. Then, when he 
gut back\here, he found that it would be 
necessary to send the soldiers on at once to 
Cuba, and it was not feasible to send them 
for so short a time to Atlanta. But he 
went on to explain that in looking to the 
future, it was certain that many of the 
troops now serving in Cuba and Porto Rico 
would, after the winter is over, be brought 
back to this country to rest and recuper- 
ate, and he had determined, after looking 
fully over the field, that of all places in the 
south, Atlanta is the best fom a camp, and 
he intends to send to Atlanta just as many 
ef these troops as Atlanta can accommo- 
date. 

He explained that he did this principally 
because in al] the epidemics of yellow fever 
and other diseases, Atlanta had always kept 
her gates open to the world, and he believed 
that it was the best place, from a health 
Standpoint to which troops could be sent, 
particular!y those which might come from 
sections of Cuba, where there was yellow 
fever. 

“I shave looked over the field carefully,” 
said thessecretary, ‘‘and my observation 
has shown me that Atlanta is the ideal 
place. I will send you as many of those 
troops as you can find accommodaticns for.” 

The delégation assured him that he had 
estimated correctly. They all said that 
the experience of the past had shown that 
Atlanta was proof against epidemics, and 
as the gates had always been kept open in 
the past, they would always in the future. 
They said they would be glad to have the 
troops, no matter from what locality they 
came, and tne secretary repeated his as-

Bills providing for the creation of this 
new judgeship have been pending in both 
sides of congress for several years, it hav- 
ing ‘been recommended by the attorney gen- 
eral under the Cleveland and McKinley 
administrations, and, indeed, I believe un- 
der the Harrison administration, as well. 
There have been a lot of similar bills re- 
lating to other circuits, ana few @ays ago 
the house passad two of these. One affect- 
ed a circuit in New Jersey and another the 
sixth circuit, in which the district of north- 
ern Ohio is situated. The Ohio senators 
and the administration are particularly in- 
terested in this sixth circuit bill, because 
the president is to appoint Judge Day to 
this judgeship. 

The house committee on judiciary re- 
fused to consider the bill for the fifth cir- 
cuit at this session, although such a meas- 
ure introduced by Judge Bartlett is pend- 
ing before that committee. 
Objection to the bill, but the chairman of 
the committee thought it had recommend- 
ed enough in urging the passage of these 
bills in the northern circuits, so passed the 
southern bill by for the present. 

Senator Bacon, who has been an earnest 
supporter of the bill and who is a member 
of the senate committee on judiciary, de- 
termined that this Ohio bill should not 
pass the senate unless there was a provis- 
ion in it for a judge for the fifth circuit as 
well, and he was in a position to make his 
determination effective.

Widespread Devastation ls Wrought 
anand and Sea, 


THE LOSS OF LIFE 1S HEAVY 


Houses Are Wrecked, While Streets and 
Fields Are Inundated, 


WANY TOWNS ARE BADLY DAMAGED 


Channel Steamers Have Had Terri- 
ble Experiences and Shipping 
Generally Has Suffered and 
Crews Have Been 
Lost. 


London, January 13.—Widespread devas- 
tation on land and sea has been the re- 
sult of the storm which has raged during 
the past few days, and the aggregate losses 
of property are immense. 

This evening reports are gradually fil- 
tering through from the provinces, telling 


of dismantled thouses, overflowing rivers, ) 


inundated streets and fields, buildings 
flooded, cattle and sheep drowned, railroads 
disorganized and disasters to life from the 
falling debris. 

The London parks 
‘suffered heavily. The 
flowed along the upper reaches, with seri- 
ous loss to the dwellers on the banks.

Thames has over- 


seriously. Promenades have been swept 


by the sea, and harbors and piers dam- 


aged. 

Parts of Southampton are under water. 
The schools were closed this afternoon, 
and this evening the tide is overflowing 
all boundaries and threatening serious re- 


sults. 
In many parts of Portsmouth boats were 


employed in the main streets today to 


take the school children home. 
Nunterous small wrecks are 
and all the lifeboats are kept exceedingly 


busy. 

‘Three men, who were returning from a 
“Sorerd] near Castle island, Ireland, were 
lifted by the wind, hurled into a pit and 
killed. 

The channel steamers have had terrible 
experiences. The pier at the entrance to 
Dieppe, France, which was recently dam- 
aged, has been completely demolished, and 
great havoc is reported along the Nor- 
mandy coast, though details have not yet 
been received. Another train has been 
derailed near Clare, county Clare, Ireland, 
several of the passengers being injured. 

The gale appears to be passing in the 
direction of Russia. There is still many 
hours’ delay in the telegraphic communica- 
tion from the continent, and it is feared 
that accounts of seriou’ ravages there will 
be soon received. 

A dispatch from Brest says that along the 
Finisterre coast a large quantity of wreck- 
age has come ashore, with carcasses of 
sheep and cittle, and it is believed that a 
large ship has been lost. Heavy damage 
. Is already reported from Osetenden Blank- 
enburg, about eight miles west of Bruges 
and other coast towns. 

Channel Is Blocked. 

Dieppe, January 13.—The destruction of 
the jetty here by the storm has blocked the 
channel with girders. The packet boat 
from England to connect here with the ex- 
press for Paris was unable to enter the 
harbor this evening and was obliged to re- 
turn to New Haven with her passengers. 

Immense damage has been done to the 
plage gardens and Casino here, an@ at 
Purville the gale has worked a similar in- 
jury, the* beach being torn up and the val- 
ley flooded for an area of three kilometers. 
Ten chalets facing the sea have been de- 
stroyed, forty bathing boxes washed away 
and the Casino wrecked. ;

England, Ark., January 13.—This town is 
about half under water from the terrible 
rain of last night and today.

Vienna, January 13.—A terrific galf®has 
been raging here since early this morning. 
Much damage has been done to property, 
and there have been many accidents, 

Severe Storm in Germany. 

Berlin, January 13.—Reports received here 
late this afternoon describe a violent gale 
raging in northern and western Germany, 
and thunderstorms and torrential rains in 
southern Germany. At Stuttgart a large 
scaffolding was blown down and a man 
killed. . 


BROOKE FORMING CABINET. 


GOMEZ WILL PROBABLY GET A 
PLACE IN IT. 


Old Warrior Is Still in the Field and 
Has Issued Instructions to His 
Officers and Men. 


Havana, January 13.—Two of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet of civil advisors which 
General Brooke will form wliil be Senor 
Deming Mendez Capote, former vice presi- 
dent of theCuban revolutionary government 
and now president of the special Cuban 
commission in Washington, and Dr. Jose 
Gonzales Launeza, a member vf the com- 
mission, 

Seven or eight names are on the list of 
possibilities for the other two positions in 
the cabinet, among them Senor Pablo Des- 
vernine and Senor Adolfo Vanz. Thus far 
only Havana men have Deen considered, 
but it seems desirable to make some selec- 
tion from outside the capital. Governor 
General Brooke would prefer to select from 
eastern Cuba, but no one available person 
is yet in sight, and the other parts of the 
island, if unrepresented in’ the cabinet, 
might feel slighted, or take umbrage, as 
Santiago does about the customs. 

General Ludlow’s civil appointments an- 
nounced last evening, to go into effect at 
noon tomorrow, please the Cubans, but the 
Spaniards feel that their element is inade- 
quately represented. 

General Maximo Gomez, who is stillin the 
interior, continues to keep his programme 
before the people. It is this in substance: 

First, the island is not yet free and in- 
dependent. 

Second, Cubans and Spaniards 
unite in making it so. 

Third, all the inhabitants of the island 
should give the United States full credit and 
co-operation cheerfully for the present. 

General Gomez has written to the prin- 
cipal Cuban commanders, instructing them 
to keep the Cubans, soldiers and civilians, 
from committing any outrage upon Span- 
iards, and to aid in the arrest and punish- 
ment of any Cubans guilty of such an 
offense. 

General Gomez is regarded by the Tinited 
States military administration as scarcely 
suited to any high civil office. He is ocn- 
sidered a soldier of fortune: his manners 
are of the camp and he is deficient in edu- 
cation, ; 

But he wil] be received with courtesy 
if he comes to Havana, though it does 
not yet appear how he could become a part 
of the civil administration, as the form 
of oath prepared for civil officials pledges al- 
legiance to the military government of the 
United States in Cuba, obedience to all the 
orders of the military governor and con- 
formity to the existing laws of Cuba and 
to such changes as may hereafter be made 
in them. 


WOOD DIFFERS WITH MILES. 


COMMANDER AT SANTIAGO BE-

He Declares the Much Talked of Meat 
Was Good and Wholesome 
Food. 


Washington, January 13.—Brigadier Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood was the star witness 
before the war investigating commission 
today. His testimony on the general condi- 
tion in the island opened with a general 
statement that never in the history of a 
country had there been so successful a cam- 
paign with so small loss of life. He praised 
the quality of the much-talked-of beef fur- 
nished the army and said except for some 
cans that were tainted agd consequently 
promptly thrown away, the beef was of a 
good quality, and he himself had used the 
meat both in the war and his own family. 

Asked as to the congested state of affairs 
at Tampa prior to the embarkation of the 
Shafter expedition, he said there was not 
cause for complaint. The expedition had 
acted on urgent orders to embark hastily, 
had loaded on a long, narrow pier and there 
was, of course, considerable congestion and 
complaining and swearing, but the same 
conditions would have been encountered 
anywhere, The campaign, he thought, 
should be judged only by what the United 
States forces did. General Wood said there 
was no complaint made on conditions dur- 
ing the campaign from anybody who 
amounted to anything: certainly none from 
the old soldiers. He said originally the 
army was supplied with enough medical of- 
ficers, but people lost sight of the fact that 
medical officers are also susceptible to ma- 
laria, and for a while the number was defi- 
cient, but this was no cause for complaint. 
The army of Cuba, now, he said, is plenti- 
fully supplied with doctors. 


MORTUARY. 


Charley R. Walker, McDonough, Ga. 

McDonough, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Charles R. Walker, aged forty-one years, 
was buried here Wednesday morning at 10 
o'clock. Mr. Walker was one of the most 
prominent citizens of the county and a de- 
vout member of the Baptist church. The 
circumstances surrounding his death make 
it a peculiarly sad one. For some time he 
has been affected with a complication of 
diseases and death was not unexpected by 
him. Recently he went to his store, and 
after attending to some Matters of business 
locked his iron safe and remarked. ‘“‘I guess 
its the last time I will lock that.’’ He left 
his place of business and went home. As 
he entered his wife’s room he said: ‘‘I have 
come home to stay.” And so he had On 
Monday morning at 4 o'clock he died 
leaving a wife and six children, who with 
himself, formed a family devoted tq each 
other. Mr. Walker leaves an estate of 
$25,000 or $30,000 including his life insurance.

Heartailure, Resulting ftom Weak- 
ness Jue to Pneumonia, Cause, 


SURROUNDED BY HIS FAMILY 


Death Came Quietly and ata Time When 


He Was Unconscious, 


HE WAS A LEADER IN HIS PARTY 


Native of the State of Maine Has Held 
Nearly Every Position Within 
the Gift of the People of That 
State—Funeral Will Oc- 
cur Monday. 


Washington, January 13.—Hon. Nelson 


Dingley, of Maine, leader of the republican 
side on the floor of the house of represen- 
tatives, and representing the second con- 
gressional district of Maine in that body, 
died here tonight at half-past 10 o'clock, of 
heart failure, resulting from extreme weak- 
ness due to double pneumonia. He was un- 
conscious during the day, and the death 
came quietly, without consciousness being 
regained. 

There were present at the time Mrs. Ding- 
ley, Miss Edith Dingley, Messrs. E. N. and 
A. H. Dingley, sons of the deceased, and 
Dr. Deale, one of the physicians who had 
been attending him throughout his illness. 

To within a few hours before his death the 
family firmly “believed, as they have 
throughout his illness, that Mr. Dingley 
would recover, and it was ouly when it 
became apparent that he was dying that 
they gathered at his bedside. 

While the past few days have given great 
hope of recovery, the progress of the dis- 
ease had made the patient dangerously 
weak, and had seriously affected his heart. 


Late last night and again this minorning M® 
Dingley had a bad sinking spel], from which 
he slightly rallied. There were further evi- 
dences of heart failure as the day progress- 
ed, and the strongest stimulants were ad- 
ministered, but without effect. He failed 
perceptibly during the afternoon, and as 
night came hope was abandoned. Mrs. 
Dingley is very much prostrated by her 
husband’s death, and is now under the care 
of a physician. 


Heartfelt Sympathy Expressed. 

There were many genuine and heartfelt 
expressions of sympathy when it became 
known that the congressman was dead. All 
during his ilmess, which the struggled 
against so vigorously, there has been con- 
stant inquiries at the hotel at which he 
resided as to his condition. 

Mr. Dingley’s death will be announced in 
both thouses of congress tomorrow, and 
committees will be appointed to attend the 


funeral, after which adjournment for the 
day will be thad. 

In speaking of Mr. Dingley’s death to- 
night, Senator Hale said: 


“In the presen: condition of public af- 
fairs, Congressman Dingley’s death is a very 
great national loss. In all questions re- 
lating to finance, to the revenues of the 
country and to the adjustment of great 
financial questions, Mr. Dingley was above 
all others in authority. It is difficult to 
say who can take his place. He had the 
confidence of his asssociates in the house, 
the confidence of the senate, the confidence 
of the president and the confidence of the 
entire country. Maine will especially lament 
him. Early and late he had devoted him- 
self to the interests of the state, and his 
people believed in his fidelity, patriotism 
and wisdom.”’ 


Mr. Dingley’s Career. 


Mr. Dingley, governor of Maine, 
1874-75 and member of congress from the 
second congressional district of Maine since 
1881, was born in Durham, 
county, Maine, in his grandfather Lambers’s 
farmhouse, On tne banks of the .Andros- 
coggin river, February 1s, 1832, and was une 
son or Nelson and Jane (Lamvert) VDingley. 
‘ine year foilowing his birth his parenis 
moved to Parkham, Piscataquis county, 
where they lived on a farm for a short 
time, and then took charge of the village 
tavern, which had a store connected. in 
1838 the family removed to Unity, Wai@s 
county, and thence, in 1854, to Auburn, An- 
droscoggin county. At seventeen he went 
to a winter school in the town of China, 
fourteen miles from home, and he continued 
to teach winters while fitting for college. 
In 1800, at the age of eighteen, he entered 
Waterville (Maine) academy, of which the 
well-known Professor J. H. Hanson was 
principal, and there completed his prepara- 
tion for college. Entering Waterville col- 
lege (now Colby university) in 1851, he re- 
mained there a year and a half and then 
became a student at Dartmouth, from 
which institution he was graduated in 
1855 with high rank as a scholar, debater 
and writer. After leaving college Mr. 
Dingley studied law in 1855-56 with Merrill 
& Fessenden, in Auburn, to which city his 
parents had removed while he was in col- 
lege, and in the latter year he was admit- 
ter to the bar. Instead of entering upon 
the practice of law, he decided to become a 
journalist, for which profession he always 
manifested decided taste. In September, 
1856, he purchased The Lewiston Journal, 
of which he had been practically the editor 
while’ studying law, and to which in 1861 
he added a daily edition@ The paper rapid- 
ly increased in circulation and influence un- 
der his management. 

His first vote was cast in 1854 for Hon. 
Anson P. Morrill, the anti-slavery and 
temperance candidate for governor, a po- 
litical combination from which arose the 
republican party of Maine during {he fol- 
lowing winter. He threw himself into the 
‘Fremont campaign in 1856 with all the ar- 
dor of youth and ability of age. 

In 1961, at the age of twenty-nine, he was 
elected representative from Auburn to the 
state legislature, in which body he at once 
took high rank: he was re-elected in 1862 
and chosen speaker of the house at the ses- 
sion of 1868. In 1863 he removed to Lewis- 
ton, where a few months after he was 
elected to the legislature, and with ‘the 
opening of the legislative session of 1864 
was unanimously re-elected speaker. 

At the state convention of 1864 he was 
elected to the house a fourth time and 
with the session of 1865 was again tendered 
the position of speaker, which he declined, 
preferring to take his place on the floor. 


’ He was also a representative to the legts- 


lature from Lewiston in 1868 and 1873. 

In 1873 Mr. Dingley was nominated as the 
republican candidate for governor of Maine 
by a vote of two to one against two popu- 
lar opponents. and was elected by about 
ten thousand majority. In 1874 he was re-

He actively participated in the presiden- 
tial campaign of 1876 an@ 4m the state_con- 
ventions of 1877-78 and 1879. In 1879-80 he 
was chairman of the republican executive 
committee. 

First Elected to Congress. 

When Mr. Dingley was first elected to 
congress he received a majority of 5,000 
votes, nearly twice as much as had ever 
been given to any candidate in that dis- 
trict. He. was elected to the fifty-fifth con- 
gress by a majority of almost 14,000 votes. 
When he entered congress he was made a 
member of the committee on banking and 
currency, serving there eight years. At the 
beginning of his congressional career the 
country was disturbed on the question of 


the extension*of charters of the National - 


Bank Association. He immediately identi- 
fied himself with a bill for the extension 
of charters of the banks and in the face 
of much opposition helped fight the bill 
through. The opposition to the resumption 
of specie payment had not been dissipated 
and Mr. Dingley had no small part in be- 
friending the government in its policy. 

But it is difficult to name any important 
legislation in congress of the last fifteen 
years with which he was not identifiea. His 
first speech in congress was made April 
25, 1882, on ‘“‘protection to American ship- 
ping;’’ while he had been active in financial 
matters, he was thoroughly informed on 
Shipping, having come from a state with 
large shipping interests. It was through his 
influence that a select committee on ship 
Owners and ship interests was created in 
the house. He was at the head of the 
minority of that committee whose succes- 
sor has been the present useful committee 
On merchant marine and fisheries. 

In the forty-eighth,forty-ninth and fiftieth 
congresses there was a great deal of agita-~ 
tion in favor of subsidizing American ships 
to carry the mails. Mr. Dingley was a 
hearty champion of this and framed the 
bill which finally became law, paying to 
American ships of certain register and 
speed & qgompensation for transporting 
American mails. In the fifty-first congress 
he was given membership by Speaker Reed, 
whose right arm he has been in recent years, 
on the ways and means committee. When 
the political wheel turned in the fifty-sec- 
ond congress and the democrats succeeded 
to power, Speaker Crisp felt that he must 
name Mr. Reed to the committee on ways 
and means. Mr. Dingley was accordingly 
transferred to the minority of the cornmit- 
tee on appropriations. He made hiniself a 
very valuable man there, serving in the 
position for four years and displaying a 
knowledge of appropriations hardly sur- 
passed by any of the older members. 


McKinley His Strong Friend. 

President McKinley always had a strong 
friendship .for Mr. Dingley since they 
served together in the house. 

Mr. Dingley’s father was a trader, not 
particularly well-to-do, and the boy bent 
himseif to work at an early age. His 
steadiness of purpose came from hi's old 
Puritan stock, but his intellectual ability 
came from his mother, a woman educated 
far beyond her station or the average of 
Cultivation in those days. She wasa school 
teacher and brought all the discipline ana 
knowledge of her mind to bear upon the 
training of her son, and he found her in- 
fluence one of the greatest factors in his 
success. 

Hence it was quite natural when, in 
1856, he found an opportuity to secure the 
ownership of The Lewistown Journal, 
then a weekly paper, that he seized it at 
Once and forthwith began to build up a 
business that has been wonderfully suc- 
cessful, 

“My paper,” he would say, with pride, 
“has a larger circulation than any other 
paper in the state of Maine. I would rather 
write for it than do any other kind of 
work,” : 

He added a daily edition in 1861. 

When William P. Frye was elevated to 
the-senate Mr. Dingléy was sent to con- 
gress, That was in’ 1881. Immediately the 
young statesman found that the seed which 
he had been sowing for so Many years was 
in congenial soil. So all that he had gath- 
ebed of tariff knowledge, financial facts and 
theories and of systems of government haa 
prepared him for forging at once into con- 
gressional circles. 

For the ordinary manipulations of poli- 
tics Mr. Dinley had no use whatever. He 
paid no attention to pgmaries or delegates. 


Every two yearg his people renominated | 


him by acclamation in a sound republican 
district, where nornination is equivalent to 
election. Mr, Dingley devoted his time to 
acquiring experience and knowledge, which 
made him more and more valuable. Mr. 
Dingley was not an orator. He lacked the 
physical presence, the development of 
throat and chest and quality of voice 
which make men orators. None the less, 
all the members listened when he arose 
to speak. He had a wonderfully jucid way 
of asserting facts, going at once to the 
heart of every contested point. 
He also had a remarkable  facuity 
of presenting an argument. His mind was 
logical to the highest degree. Had he fol- 
lowed the Jaw and been promoted to the 
bench, he would have made a famous judge, 
for his mental sight enabled him to see 
through any) litigated question*with great 
clearness, and his detisions would. have 
been eminehtly sound and fair. 


Great Home Love. 


Although living in Washington 
eighteen years, Mr. Dingley was neve 
caught in the whirlpool of dissipation, He 
loved society, but he di@ not allow it to 
become his master. He was generally in 
bed every night at 10 o’clock and at work 
by 7 o’clock in the morning, an hour when 
nearly all Washington sleeps. He knew, 
too, how to conserve his forces, He nevar 
let his work get behindhang@. Everything 
he did was done in order, and his syste- 
matic way made his burden lighter. 

Mr. Dingley was a home body. He would 
rather read or see his friends than to stir | 
out of the house. Although his reading 
was largely of a serious character, he had 
a sense of humor, and was fond of Mark 
Twain’s books. Mr. Dingley was always a 
prohibitionist. For many years he was 
president of the congress tempérance so- 
ciety, an organization of cold-water legis- 
lators. He was also a church-goer?, belong- 
ing to the Congregational church, His 
family consists of. his widow, who Was Miss 
Salome McKinney, of Auburn, Me; a 
daughter, Miss Edith, and four sons, One 
of these, Harry, is in Mexico; two Others, 
Edward and Arthur, are here, ang a fourth, 
Albert, is in Colorado. 

The funeral will be conducted at the 
house of representatives on Monday hext. 
The body will be tdken to the house at 10 
o'clock, and there lie in state until noon, 
when services will be conducted in the 
presence of the house and senate. At 4:20 
o’clock in the afternoon the funeral party 
will leave over the Pennsylvania railroadq 
for Lewiston, Me. Further services will Be 
held at the family residence in Lewiston oq 
Wednesday. The interment will be in that 
city. :

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MW 'LAURIN SPEAKS 
AGAINST EXPANSION 


South Carolina Senator Declares the 
Policy Whelly Wrong. 


SAYS TERRITORY CAN BE HAD 


Denies That United States Has Right 
To Enter Colonization. 


REFERS 1T@ TROUBLE WITH NEGROES 


He Asserts That Position of the North- 
ern Men Now Sustains the Work 
of the South. 


Washington, January 13.—In accordance 
with notice previously given, Mr. MecLau- 
rin, democrat, of North Carolina, addressed 
the senate in support of the Vest resolution, 
declaring the policy of expansion to be 
unconstitutional. Following is an abstract 
of his address: 

“The manifo:id and serious questions 
growing out of the war with Spain are now 
absorbing the attention of the American 
people,”” began Mr. McLaurin. “I am sat- 
isfied that our action in the next month 
will settle the question of expansion. There 
are at this time, in the senate and nation 
at large, two well defined and distinct 
views, one a policy of expansion, involving 
a new definition of our government and the 
inauguration of a colonial system with all 
the perplexing problems incident to it. The 
other view opposes a policy of imperialism 
and is based upon the governmental policy 
of the last century, and in my judgment 
is the only position that is in harmony with 
the constitution and the spirit and genius 
of republican institutions.’’ 

Mr. McLaurin felt that, as a representa- 
tive from South Carolina, he was particu- 
larly qualified to speak on the incorpora- 
tion of a mongrel and semi-barbarous 
population into our body politic. 

“The experience of the south 
past thirty years with the negro race,’’ 
said he, “is pregnant with lessons of 
wisdom for guidance in the Philippin s. 


“It is passing strange that senators 
who favored universal suffrage should 
now advocate imperialism. There is 
a glaring inconsistency in these po- 
sitions. 


2 § 2 they are sincere in their views as to 
the Philippines, they should propose an 
amendment to the constitution which will 
put the inferior raees in this country and 
the inhabitants of the Philippines upon an 
equality as to their civil and _ pulitical 
rights and thus forever settle the vexed 
race and suffrage questions in this country, 
as well as in the outlying territories. 

“How can they consistently, justly, 

and, I might add, constitutionaily advo- 
cate a policy for outlying territories 
embracing races so nearly akin to the 
negro, which differs so radically from 
the policy adopted as to that race in 
the south? There can be but one an- 
swer to that question, and that is that 
they substantially admit the right of a 
third of a century’s experience that uni- 
versal suffrage is a- monumental fail- 
ure and that the time has come for the 
correction: of this stupendous govern- 
mental error. 

Degenerated Into a Race Question. 


“Universal suffrage in the south long 
since degenerated into a race question. 
continued Mr. McLaurin, “and as such led 
to the practical elimination of the negro 
from politics—a policy that is today wisely 
advocated by the great leaders of the race 
like Professor Miller and Booker T. Wash- 
ington and which in time without outside 
interference. under the guidance of the best 
thought of both races, will lead to a just 
and mutually satisfactory settlement of 
the gravest problems that have ever con- 
fronted any pcople in modern times. 

“It is indeed comforting to hear 
scme of those who in the past criticised 
us, now that the question is brought 
home, completely justify our methois 


ot providing a scheme of coloniai gov- 
ernment.

from Connecticutt has 
most aptiy vindicated the south, perhaps 
unintentionally, but we thank him the 
more heartily for his complete announre- 
ment of the divine rights of the Caucasian 
to govern the inferior races. 

Mr. McLaurin then entered upon a gén- 
eral discussion of the qucstion presented 
hy the resolution, maintaining that all of 
the rights and powers of the federal gov- 
ernment are enumerated spec ifically in the 
constitution and such as were not thus 
specifically denied did not exist. 

“The nation, as a nation,”’ he continued, 
“has no sovereign rights except those con- 
ferred by the ponstitution. 

He further contended that if the sover- 
eignty of the nation is vested in the con- 
stitution, as admitted by Mr. Platt, of 
Connecticut, it could be exercised only in 
the manner pointed out by the constitution. 
He maintained that there was an essentiul 
difference between the sovereignty exercis- 
ed by the United States and that exercised 
by Great Britain, for instance, as there is 
a wide difference in the forms of govern- 
ment of the two nations. 

‘1 deny, therefore,’’ said he, “that the 
United States as a nation has a sovereign 
inhereat right and control outside of tue 
grant of such power in the constitution, 
‘his is mot an essential element of Nna- 
tionality so far as our nation is_concern- 
ed, although it may be in England or Rus- 
gia, where the nationality and sovereignty 
incident to ic are not creaied and limited 
by a written constifution. 

Right To Acquire Territory. 

“IT do not, however, controvert the propo- 
sition that the United States have the 
power to acquire territory by conquest, 
purchase or otherwise, and to govern the 
Same under grant of power contained in 
the constitution. I do, however, deny the 
proposition that territory can be acquired 
and permanently held as such by the Unit- 
ed States, of course subject to the excep- 
tion of smail tracts acquired for specific 
governmental purposes, like coaling sta- 
tions and the guano islands, under the a&t 
of 185%. I think Hawaii comes under the 
exception of a military und commercial 
necessity.” 

After further discussion of the constitu- 
tional points of the questions, Mr. Mc- 
Laurin said it was idle to speak of Amer- 
icanizing a tropical country 8,000 miles 
away. Our people would never consent that 
the people of that far-off land should have 
a voice in the affairs of this country. 

“However,” said he, “I Believe the time 
is not far off when our flag will float over 
every foot of North American soil, Lut it 
must cOme naturally and thus be by the 
consent of the governed, not by the rude 
hand of war.”’ 

, Government by force was despotism, he 
Maintained, and if this country was to es- 
tablish a despotism it must be prepared 
t6 maintain a great and enormously expen- 
sive army and navy. It meant a never- 
ending. strife with the nations of the 


world. 

Mt, McLaurin maintained that the com- 
merce of the Philippines was insignificant 
and he, therefore, doubte@ the advantage 
of the islands to this country from a 
financla] viewpoint. 

s “To Become a colonizing power,” he said, 
we mst abandor our republican institu- 
tions of he paralyzed by them. The crea- 
tion of offices, the extravagant expendi- 
ture Of Money by office holderg and the 
actual cofruption creeping into any colo- 
nial €m will sooner or later sap the 

foundation of any government.” —

To permit cheap Asiatic labor to 
come into competition with our intelligent, 
well-paid labor will be to degrade and to 
lower our civilization. 

If we embark in a colonial system, it 
means the inauguration of a despotic 
power in Washington. It means a large 
standing army, that will not Only be 
used to rule outlying territories with an 
jron hand, but that sooner or later will 
be used at home to overawe and over- 
ride the popular will. An impertalistic 
democracy, like an atheistic religion, is 
an impossible hybrid. 

“Better than wealth, better than a roy- 
alty on which the sun never sets, is the 
transmission to our children of a republic 
built upon the indestructible rock of con- 
stitutional government.”

Despite the fact that German 
colonies at Manila and Hong Kong prompt- 
ly issued a declaration asserting that these 
three Germans in no way represented the 
views of the colonies, and assuring the 
Americans of sympathy, the incide 
used as a handle to impute anti-American 
sentiment to Germans in the Philippines. 

So far as the doings of the German s0OVv- 
ernment and navy are concerned, Herr Ha- 
mann said positively that absoluely nothing 
had occurred which could be construed as 
hostility toward the plans of the Ameri- 
cans or as connivance with those of the 
Filipinos. Herr Hamann concluded his 
statement to the Associated Press corres- 
pondent with the remark: 

“Tl am amazed that such baseless lies, 
though disproved again and again, should 
still find credence.’’

Several of Them Would Like To Leave

gavannah, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 


-The Third Georgia regiment marched from 


Camp Onward today at 1 o'clock to the 
Gordon wharf, where it went aboard the 
Roumanian, 

There was sadness depicted on the coun- 
tenances of many of the soldiers who have 
been a~rying in vain to get discharges and 
who deeply regret to be compelled to leave 
their homes. 

While composed of good men, the regi- 
ment did not present as fine an appearance 
aS was expected. They were not all in the 
best of spirits, but are making the most of 
the oceasion. One thing that detracted from 
the appearance of the regiment was that 
none of the officers rode their horses. The 
animals had all been loaded on the trans- 
port along with the baggage and other 
stuff, and the officers had to walk, all of 
them, from the colonel down. 

It was about 2 o’clock when the boys 
reached the Oglethorpe, on Bull street. A 
large number of Savannahians were there 
and saluted Colonel Robert L. Berner and 
his men. Colonel Berner very gracefully 
returned the salute. Many people saluted 
and cheered them along the line of march. 

Reviewed by the Mayor. 

After passing the Oglethorpe Club the 
regiment marched past the exchange. Major 
P. W. Meldrim, Aldermen Davis and Ried, 
and one or two others, were on the balcony 
of the building. As Colonel Berner marched 
past at the head of his command Mayor 
(Meldrim called out: “God bless you and all 
the goys, colonel.’’ The commander and all 
the commissioned officers of the regiment 
saluted with their swords as they wheeled 
into Bay street from Bull. From there the 
entire command was wheeled past the Ex- 
change, with their arms at “‘port,”’ which is 
the marching salute. 

This is the first Georgia regiment to leave 
the soil of the United States to do duty, 
and Mayor Meldrim appreciated very highly 
the compliment paid him in passing the 
regiment in review before the city ex- 
change. The mayor and those with him 
applauded the colors as they went by. Some 
of the men had red bandanna handkerchiefs 
about their hats and others blue. One of 
the troopers, who was perhaps more patri- 
otic than the others, carried a United States 
flag sticking out of ,.his haversack. 

, Report That Berner Will Resign. 

There is a report among the officers of the 
regiment that Colonel Berner will resign 
after being in Cuba a month or so and re- 
turn to the states. Colonel Berner does not 
discuss this. If he should resign he will 
be succeeded by Lieutenant Colonel Spence. 

All of the effects of the regiment have 
been loaded and everything is ready for the 
departure. The companies on provost duty 
in the city were relieved this. morning. 
They immediately set about to” get their 
blanket rolls fixed and their haversacks 
packed. The men do not like to leave Sa- 
vannah. It is true that a few of them are 
anxious to go to Cuba, but the majority 
would prefer to stay at home. The men 
have had bad weather to contend with dur- 
ing the past few days and not a few of the 
boys complain of colds. 

The men will spend the night on the Rou- 
manian, which will sail on tomorrow morn- 
ing at early tide gor Nuevitas, Cuba. 

The transport Manitoba with the Seventh 
cavalry left the wharf at 7 o’clock this 
morning. The:cavalrymen spent last night 
comfortably on the vessel. The Manitoba 
was delayed by the bad weather.

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
con, Ga., January 13.—General W. W. Gor- 
don says that he has not tendered his res- 
ignation to the war department. The report 
was sent out by the Associated Press sev- 
eral days ago that the general had tender- 
ed his resignation and that he had been dis- 
charged from the service of the United 
States. 

A representative of The Constitution call- 
ed on him at, his office this morning and 
asked if the reports were true. He stated 
that he had not tendered his resignacion 
and that he was at a loss to know how the 
report got out. He says that while in Wash- 
ington that he informed the war depart- 
ment that he was ready to be mustered 
out whenever they found that they had no 
further need of his services. He says that 
he did not go to Washington to prevent 
the Second Ohio from being mustered out, 
but went on an invitation of the president 
to be present at a reception tendered to the 
peace commissioners. 

Mustering Out Officers Here. 

Captain Clarke, of the Tenth infantry, ar- 
rived in the city last night from Atlanta 
and wil] have charge of the mustering out 
of the troops here. He will assist Captain 
Frederick, who is chief mustering officer 
of the state. He stated today that it would 
be the 15th of February before any of-the 
troops would be turned loose, as it would 
take them fully that long to check up with 
everything. He will begin work at once, as 
he and Captain Frederick will have to mus- 
ter out fhe troops in Albany and in Athens. 
When the announcement was made to the 
Second Ohlo men that they would not get 
out before the middle of February they 
seemed very much disappointed and dissat- 
isfled, as they were of the opinion that 
they would be at home by that time. 

The Joint Debate. 

The debate between the university of 
Georgia and Mercer will be held in Augus- 
ta. Augusta invited the two colleges to hold 
their contests there and they have accept- 
ed. For some time past it was thought that 
the debate would not be held on account of 
the two colleges failing to agree on the 
place. Augusta has been decided on, how- 
ever, and the contest will take place there 
some time in April. 

Manager Turner, of the Mercer baseball 
team, is still working on the shedule for 
the coming: season. The first game of the 
Season will be played with Milledgeville 
here, on April Ist. An April 3d the Mercer 
team will meet Cornell on the diamond. 
This is looked upon as being the biggest 
game of the season and the Mercer team 
will work hard to win out. 

Wake Forest will come for games on 
April f5th, and after that the University 
of Georgia will come here for two games, 
and in case of a tie the third game will 
be played in Atlanta. Vanderbilt will be 
here on April 29th for two games and Mer- 
cer is counting on winning. Most of the 
men of last year’s team will be seen in uni- 
form again this season and the men are 
hoping to have a better team than ever 
before. 

There are a number of new students in 
college this year and Professor Pollock, the 
president, says that he expects this to be 
the most successful year in the history of 
the college.

During the conversation Dr. Davis said 
that the farmers around Macon and 
throughout middle Georgia had planted 
mcre grain this year than there had been 
planted in the state since the war. He said 
that they were devoting much of their time 
to raising grain and meat and that he ex- 
pected to see this year be a good one for 
the farmers.

The session 
of the conference has been marred cnly by 
inclement weather. 

Tonight the educational work of the cn- 
ference will be represented by Mrs, J 8. 
Moten, wife of President Moten, of Peyne 
university, Selma. This is one of the many 
schools of the A. M. E, church. It ghows 
what the negro is doing in the direc#on of 
self-help. The A. M. E. church appreciates 
what the north has done to help the negro, 
but the time is coming when that wili be 
withheld. Its belief is that self-help is the 
best help. Among the institutions which 
stand as monuments of negro endfivor are 
Wilberforce university, of Ohio; Morris- 
Brown college, of Atlanta; Allm un'ver- 
sity, of Colimbia, 8. C.; Paul Quinn col- 
lege, of Waco, Tex., besides eighteen others 
similar in character. Bishop Turner is 
the great apostle of education and missions, 
also of the emigration of the negro to 
Africa as the best place to work out his 
manhood future.

He Murdered Policeman Neve, of That 
Place, Several Years Ago, 


HE HAD SEVERAL TRIALS 
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Supreme Court Reversed Judgment 
and Gave Him Lease of Life. 


STORY OF THE KILLING OF THE OFFICER 


Several Policemen Were Pursuing 
Small When He Turned and Fired. 
The Hanging Yesterday. 


Savannah, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Abram Small, the convicted murderer of 
Policeman Jansen C. Neve, Was hanged in 
Chatham county jail this morning. The 
drop fell at 10:07 o'clock, and within four- 
teen minutes life was pronounced extinct. 
The hanging had been fixed for 11 o'clock, 
but owing to the fact that large crowds 
of negroes usually coliect around the jail 
when such events are in progress, it was 
done ahead of the announced time. 

Small had been a faithful student of the 
Bible for the last few days, particularly 
since he realized that there was no hope 
for him. Attended by a colored preacher, 
he marched to the gallows singing a 
hymn, and before the trap was sprung de- 
livered the usual speech of warning to his 
fellowmen, urging them to avoid a life of 
crime. Small’s sister stood without the 
jail gates listening for the clanging o¢ the 
iron doors, which would tell that the trap 
had been sprung, and as she heard them 


she uttered a piercing shriek, 
The body was turned over to friends and 


the Arnold Street Colored Baptist church, 
from which the funeral] will take place to- 
morrow afternoon, The negroes are try- 
ing to make a martyr out of the officer's 
slayer. 

The Killing of Policeman Neve. 

The hanging of Abram Small was the 
termination of a case in which justice was 
long delayed, Small’s career of crime was 
by s0 means a brief one, It was early in 
February, 1894, when the first effort was 
made to arrest him for a burglary. He 
then fired a shot from a pistol, striking 
Detective Humphries in the face. The 
wound proved a serious one, and Hum- 
phries was laid up in the hospital 
some time. Small then made his escape. 

On February 10th, a few days later, Small 
was located in the southeastern part of 
the city, and a party of officers went out 
to arrest him. Small opened fire on the 
party from behind a haystack, ang the fire 
was returned by the officers. When an 
opportunity offered Small started on a run 
with the officers after him. Seeing he was 
about to be captured, he turned and fired 
his winchester direct at Neve, who fell 
from his horse. This ereated a little con- 
sternation among the officers, and in the 
midst of it Sma:il made his escape. Po- 
liceman Neve died within a few hours of 
the shooting. | 

The country was thoroughly searched 
for Small, but he could not be found. It 
was afterwards learned that he went north 
as far as Canada, but finally started south 
again. Levy, an ex-city detective, recog- 
nized him in Baltimore and he was ar- 
rested in a negro saloon. 

Small was brought back to Savannah 
about six months after the commission of 
his crime, and was taken to the jail under 
a heavy guard, as there had been rumors 
of lynching. 

Since 1894 he has had threo frials, and 
each time the jury returned ‘a verdict of 
guilty without recommendation to the mer- 
cy of the court. On the two former trials 
the supreme court interfered, giving the 
defendant another chance on technicatitfes 
of law, consisting principally of errors in 
the charge of the court, and the appear- 
ance of prejudice on the part of a certain 
juror. 

His third trial took place nearly a year 
ago, and at the October term the supreme 
court refused tg grant a new trial. The 
matter was then taken upto the board of 
pardons, that being the only chance left 
the condemned man. The only result was 
that Governor Candler granted a respite 
of thirty days, without which Small would 
have been hanged in December. When the 
status of the case was explained to Gov- 
ernor Candler, it’is said he stated that he 
wouird not again interfere and today, as 
stated. the condemned man went to the 
gallows and paid the penalty for the mur- 
der of a brave officer. 

Small’s counsel]. Messrs. T. P. Ravenel 
and George A. Mercer, Jr., have handled 
his case well. They were appointed by the 
court to defend Small, and did so at the 
expense to them of considerable time,and 
money, But Small’s crime was a bad one, 
and there has been little doubt from the 
start that he wouid go to the gallows.

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THE STRIKERS HOLD MEETINGS. 


Speakers Urge the Workmen To ne- 
main Out Until Successful. 

Augusta, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
The mi:l strikers had a long and largely 
attended meeting tonight, in which it was 
earnestly hoped by the committee would 
mark the end of the strike, but the end is 
not yet, and the speakers in the meeting 
urged the strikers not only to stay out 
themselves, but to do all in their power to 
persuade those who have been at work 
this week to come away tomorrow. 

At a conference between the mill presi- 
dents and the leaders in the strike, the 
mill presidents renewed their offer to make 
wages in Augusta 6 per cent higher than 
the scale paid by other mills in this section 
Outside of Augusta. They claimed that 
the scale offered by them is 6 per cent 
higher and if the strikers returned to 
work Monday and a committee of five ap- 
pointed by the strikers would visit other 
miils and get affidavits proving that the 
Augusta scale was not 6 per cent higher 
they would, not only make it so, but would 
pay the expenses of the committee inves- 
tigation, not to exceed $300. This proposi- 
tion was submitted to the strikers tonight, 
but was not accepted. They will hold out 
for a better compromise, but the two op- 
posing factions are getting nearer together 
and before long they will meet in compro- 
mise on some basis. 


DEPOT SAFE WAS BLOWN OPEN. 


Burglary at Hamilton, Ga., Was tue 
Work of Cracksimen. 

Cobumbus, Ga., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Wihen the depot agent, E. R. Dozier, of the 
Columbus and Rome railway, a branch of 
the Central of Georgia, at Hamilton, Ga., 
went to his office this morning he found 
that during the night some one had blown 
open the company’s safe, robbed it of all 
the money in it, a small sum, and also took 
some papers of value. The burglars entered 
by prizing the door of the office open with 
some sharp instrument. They drilled a hole 
in the safe, charged it with powder, and 
touched it off. The safe was blown to 
pieces and the cracksmen had no trouble 
in getting at its contents. The only money 
in the safe was $10, belonging to the South- 
ern Express Company.

The present discussion of the agricul- 
tural situation in Georgia, which The 
Constitution has inaugurated, in bringing 
out the letter which appears ¢lsewhere 
from the pen of Hon, C. H, Hillington, 
of McDufffe county, is well worth all the 
labor which it has cost. 

Mr. Ellington is one of the pillars of 
agriculture in this state—a man of in- 
telligénce, observation and energy, 
whose whole interests are wrapped up 
with those of Georgia, and who speaks 
as one of the people to the people of his 
state. 

Mr. Ellington, while recognizing the 
evils which fall upon farmers from 
wicked and oppressive laws, wisely asks 
what are they to do in the meantime 
while awaiting a reassertion of their 
rights. He evidently does not believe 
in sitting by the wayside waiting for 
something to turn up, but urges his 
people to go to work at once, doing the 
very best they can under the unfavor- 
able conditions, and thus be in a better 
situation to command respect and at- 
tention when the time comes for them 
to be heard from. 

In indicating a plan by which the 
farmers.may gird their loins and gain 
the strength with which to come out of 
the contest as victors, Mr. Ellington de- 
clares for diversified farming. He la- 
ments the fact that for years past our 
people have not performed that first 
duty—of feeding themselves—but have 
been engaged in a crop subject to com- 
mérecial vicissitudes and depending for 
their bread and meat upon the labor of 
people in other states. The remedy 
proposed is to make a change at once 
into a more prudent line, which will have 
for its first object the raising of our 
own subsistent supplies, leaving that 
of cotton for extra work. 

While giving this advice, Mr. Eijling- 
ton shows his prudence by declaring 
against any overburdening of even new

Rushing Up Salaries. 

The New York Sun notices a general 
rushing up of the salaries of city officers 
during the past two weeks, 

This complaint is one which is not 
confined to New York alone. It is one 
which is to be found in every munici- 
pality throughout the United States, and 
its suppression is called for by public 
exigency. It is notable that men who 
move around a city without a dollar in 
their pocket, without sufficient capacity 
to find their way into profitable com- 
mercial employment, and reaching pub- 
lie office through the sheer idleness 
which gave them time for becoming 
acquainted with the voters, at once val- 
ve their services very highly and favor 
a rushing up of salaries «ven though 
all around them business men may be 
unable to meet their obligations. The 
persistent office holder becomes, in his 
own estimation, a very valuable creat- 
ure, and the public should feel gratified 
that even for an exorbitant salary he is 
willing to do its bidding. Not only do 
these high-priced officials pull the rope 
for an increase of salary, but they 
suddenly discover themselves to be 80 
severely overworked that they must 
needs have assistants, and thus new of- 
fices are created at the expense of the 
taxpayers for men who, in civil life, 
never earned their board. 

The greatest leaks in public funds are 
to be found in many of the municipal- 
ities of this country, in which the sal- 
ary ring is so well intrenched that it 
seems almost impossible to break it up.

| SENATOR PASCO, OF FLORIDA, : 


Tallahassee, Fia., January 12.—(Special.) 
| Senator Pasco is undoubtedly losing ground 
in his fight for re-election to the United 
States senate. His chances for being re- 
turned to Washington for a third term are 
not as good as they were at the beginning 
of the recent state campaign. Quite as 
Striking is the fact that his chief avowed 
Opponent, Hon. -James P. Taliaferro, of 
Jacksonville, is not gaining. It had been 
the accepted opinion for over a year past 
that the senatorial fight would be between 
these two men, and that one of them would 
win the prize. Nor is there any question 
even now that each of these candidates 
possesses very considerable positive 
strength, and either one of them may be 
able to dictate the choice of the legislature 
finally. But neither Pasco nor Taliaferro 
is &@ popular candidate. 
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Senator Pasco is just’ completing his 
twelfth year in the national senate, and 
those who have followed his record closely

IS LOSING HIS POPULARITY | MR. C. HL ELLINGTON WRITES ON 


‘THE AGRICULTURAL SITUATION 


Diversified Farming is the Only Remedy—Lose No Time Awaiting 
Political Changes, but Go To Work at Once, and Hold 
the Whip Handle When the Time Comes: 


Editor Constitution—I have been reading 
with great interest the articles and letters 
in The Constitution on the agricultural sit- 
vation in Georgia and the south, the reme- 
dies suggested, etc. 

There is no denying the fact that the 
present agricultural system and conditions 
in the south are profitiess and ruinous, and 
without a change for the better we will 
soon be a nation of tenant farmers. 

Another important fact, and one that can- 
not be questioned, is that this bankruptcy 
of the farming interest is perilous to ali 
other businesses, yea, more than threaten- 
ing. It means ruin to them &s surely as 
the present conditions last long enough. 

A third important fact In the situation is 
that when our neighbors and friends who 
live in the towns and cities, and are én- 
gaged in the other callings, fully recognize 
their vital concern in this matter, the ax 
will be jaid at the root of the up2e tree 
of class laws, and we may look for a gen- 
eral prosperity among all classes and not 


before then,

But until then, and while our people in 
the towns and cities are being awakened 
to their own danger in the matter, what 
must the farmers do? 

Must we lie on our oars and drift on the 
rocks of debt and ruin, or shall we make a 
mighty effort to stem the tide, fight the 
current and by so doing gather to ourselves 
the sinews of war (something to lean on) 
to fight our political battles with, and 
finanally win through the great struggle 
our political rights, which are equality be- 
fore the law, the abolition of all class 
law, the running of the government in the 
interest of the great masses instead as 
now in the interest of the great classes. 
The statute books being reformed as above 
indicated, it will then be possible for the 
agricultural interest to take its proper place 
in the respect and ambition of the brainiest 
men of the country, which is nt true now. 
There is but little field for our most gifted 
and brightest young men; they flock to the

towns and seek other avenues in which to 
expend their ambitious energy. 


I have written canes have written be- 
cause, in my opinion, the time has come 
when the good men, the patriots, if you 
please, of our common soutbland must put 
their heads and hearts together and solve 
this great question, and to properly solve 
it we must come together as brothers in 
a common and vital cause; come up from 
the farms, from the stores and banks and 
railway offices, newspaper offices, factories, 
and so on, for discussion and suggestion. 

I want to commend The Constitution for 


| the great and present help it is giving to 


the cause. 

If there ever was a time when the farm- 
ers were discouraged it is now. If there 
ever was a time when the farmers needed 
encouragement, it Is now. The outlook to 
them is dark.and gleomy in, a business 
way; the masses of the farmers do not 
hope to make any money this year. The 
most of them will be satisfied to make 
a living. They are those who are in debt, 
and their name is legion, and in their 
behalf I thank The Constitution for the 
discussion of this situation it has brought 
about, for the space and time and interest 


it has given to their cause.

To the farmers of Georgia I want to say 
that the question before us now is not so. 
much a question of making moncy 
as it is a question of making 
a living-a living for our wives 
and children! It has come to that with us. 
We, the farmers of Georgia, as a class, 
have not been making a living for the last 
few years, which fact is evidenced by the 
debts that have been piled up against us 
in most of the towns and cities of this 
state, Without a change, and that at an 
early date, it is easy enough to see what 
will become of us. We will be “Hewers of 
wood and drawers of water” for somebody 
else. So, the important question with us 
is: “A living; an independent living!’’ 

And every farmer knows that the only 
road to that lies in diversified farming. 
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To be sure of a good living, we must, as 
has been so often said before, make our 
supplies at home. 

I would suggest to those farmers who do 
not live close enough to the towns and 
cities to engage in truck farming, that they 
sow one-third of their land in oats and 
wheat, say ten acres in oats and five acres 
in wheat though it is most too late to sow 
wheat now; fifteen acres in corn and fifteen 
acres in cotton. That much of grain ana 
corn and cotton to each plow, and have cat- 
tle, hogs and sheep in proportion. Not too 
many. You had better have a few well-fed 
cows and hogs and sheep than a great 
many poorly fed. By starting a system as 
above outlined and rotating your crops, fol- 
lowing your grain with peas and your peas 
with cotton, your cotton with corn and 
your corn with grain, and raising all the 
home-made manures that you can, your 
lands will improve and you can make a 
living. If you will also be hard-working 
and economical you may finally get free 
from debt. You will certainly get in a con- 
dition whereby you may continue to fight 
the unjust and discriminating class laws 
that are today a disgrace to our national 
statute books, and which lawe are in great 
part the cause of our present humiliating 
and intolerable condition. 
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So, again, I urge the farmers of Georgia 
and the south to be certain to raise their 
bread and meat, their supplies, and then 
what cotton they can; and while we are 
working to make a living, to change the 
laws on the books. Don’t let us forget our 
children. Let us make any and every sac- 
rifice in our power to educate them; let us 
develop their brain along with their brawn, 
go that when they grow up to be men and 
women they will have an equal chance 
with the sons and daughters of those who 
follow other professions. 

Please excuse this iong letter; the 
importance of the question, your s¥mpathy 
for it and mine and the people's interest in 
it, are my defenses.

Thera is a correction. somewhere which 
must be made, and I will endeavor to locate 
the cause, as it looks reasonable to me, and 
will insist on the fact that there is a lack 
of knowledge 
trouble is corrected interest will spring up; 
then success and pleasure in the business 
will follow. It requires interest in any busi- 
ness for success, and without a knowledge 
of the business that interest cannot exist. 
This applies to fatming with a greater de- 
gree of advantage than to any other busi- 
ness, because if a farmer is well informed 
as to the right application to his business, 
nature is ever ready to come to his assist- 
ance, and if he industriously applies his 
duty the doors of prosperity never closes 
against him, for in the harvest time it ts 
also a season of growing and the season of 
harvest is always on with him. It is not 
SO with the farmer who says farming don’t 
pay, as he is simply a farmer by name only. 
As a reminder, I will illustrate the condition 
of that farmer's mind and condition of his 
farm, from his management. You may 
take chances on any one of these so-called 
farmers as being a good subject. Ask him 
the cause of his poor success, and he will 
at once commence to shield thimself, saying 
it is 5-cent cotton; the gold standard, trifling 
labor, high taxes, ete.; then go out on his 
farm and see its condition, and he is ready 
60 DCUNRCE Nature end say: "We have had tne 
biggest rains this year I ever saw fall. It 
has washed my lands dll to pieces; just look 
how it has taken the soll off out there; look 
what a gully it has washed out on that 
hillside, it just broke over my terraces as 
if they were not there. I can’t tell how 
much I have been damaged.” 

Perhaps this farmer has been working 
this land since it was fresh, and very likely 
Similar disasters come each year: and, from 
the neglect of his duty, he finds his land 
spotted and unprofitable, and in. the condl- 
tion of his mind and his farm, I can indorse 
his statement, such farming don’t pay. A 
poor farmer on a poor farm is an object of 
pity. If nature is left to its sway, as under 
that class of farming and management of 
lands, the surface or top soil trom excessive 
rainfall will drift where circumstances may 
place it, and the lands become spotted and 
in bad condition, and to the extent unprofit- 
able. It is very easy to understand why 
that class of farming don’t pay. But there 
is a principle of application in farming, 
when intelligently put in practice, that does 
pay, and it is my purpose to offer some suc- 
gestions by which I hope to be able to sus- 
tain my claims, 

I will mention some of the essential appli- 
cations in successful farming as I under- 
stand them, looking to nature for assist- 
ance. Condition is the cause of success or 
failure. In farming, the principle of re- 
taining is the base of success. lt applies 
to lodging, to hold in place, to Keep to- 
gether, and right preparation is necessary 
in order to bring about this condition. The 
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first thought of a farmer should be to hold 
his land together, build ?t up and improve it, 
thereby increasing its value. His jand is 
his working capital, and his capital 
increased as that is accomplished 
and the foundation is being Jaid for suc- 
It puts him in a better condition with 
5 cénts cotton on tand that will give him 
one bale per acre, forty bushels of e¢orn, 
thirty bushels of wheat and other crops in 
proportion, than one bale cotton to three 
acres, ten bushels corn, five bushels wheat 
per acre, and other crops in proportion. 
Now see the difference. Your improved 
lands are worth three times as much in 
capital. It gives you three times the prou- 
uct. It lessens the acreage two-thirds, 
thereby lessening the labor and expense the 
same and realizing the same amount of 
crop. Why hesitate to realize the above 
facts practically? This condition is in the 
reach of every farmer. The principle of 
retaining, building wp and improving lands 
is brought about by deep preparation or 
treatment, and in its true sense is under- 
draining, and this treatment should and 
must be done in the fall season, when vege 
tation is in condition and most plentiful, to 
get the best general restilts. It allows the 
water to penetrate, preventing the sur- 
face or soil from drifting or wasting, re- 
taining all of nature’s increase. It protects 
terraces and gives increased soik, etc. As 
soon as the fall crop is gathered arrange- 
ments should be made to follow with a 
good turnplow, and to get the best results, 
two horses. with a cut not less than twelve 
inches and eight inches deep, followed in 
the same fulrrow, with a subsoil pulverizing 
the clay eight inches deeper, placing be- 
tween the two treatments all the surface 
vegetation, giving sixteen inches prepara- 
tion. ‘The layer of vegetation will by 
spring become vegetable mold if undisturb- 
ed from the above condition. Nature is ob- 
structed from damage and is made to turn 
to good results. It also causes the winter 
freezes to have a deeper effect, encourag- 
ing one of nature’s benefits, causing to ex- 
ist a deeper pulverized soil or surface, 
which is very needful in spring in surface 
preparation for the seed and growth of the 
young plant. It is said that an inch of pul- 
verized soil will absorb one inch of water. 
If that be true, my proposition is well 
founded. Add fifteen inches and it would 
take an immense rainfall to move it. The 
subsoil or pulverized clay acts a6 a reser- 
‘voir or deposit for the winter rains and 
it will work wonders in the maturity of 
crops when the spring and summer show- 
ers fail to come. I have never known a 
failure in a full crop under like conditions. 

With rotation of crops—and the above 
condition intelligently carried,out—the cry 
of farming don't pay will be reversed. 
Every farmer should carry a rule in his 
pocket for convenience and the tools he 
ghould work by are.the level, square and 
compasses, that they may be able to level 
these conditions, square the treatment and 
not to enéircle more than they can do 
well. I read in the agricultural columns 
of The Atlanta Journal a suggestion to 
lessen acreage and increase fertilizers, I 
agree to the suggestion as to lessening acre- 
age, but as to the expense of increase of 
fertilizers, I will give a little illustration. 
In putting out manure, as a rule, in pass- 
ing over a poor spot the manure will be 
used very liberally, but when you come to 
a spot where nature has favored from con- 
dition, a drift lodging glace for soll or mat- 
ter, you stop and turn. Why? Because 
you realize the condition and know that 
satisfactory ré sults will be given and save 
that expense. Condition ie the cause of 
success or failure. A farmer with a good 
practical knowledge of his duty, with na- 
ture as his partner, keeping pace with each 
other, means success. Flavoring is very 
nice and can be made very expensive in 
the absence of right ‘condition, but nature's 
formation when properly managed supplies 
ali the plant food required. 

May the farmers’ intelligence ever broad- 
en, that they may realize their mistakes in 
business, and exert themselves to correct 
them that success may follow their efforts.

Aleck Cohen Stabs Mrs, Harris Twice in the Throat After Cutting 
Her Brother in the Face, 


HE ACTED UME A MANIAC) 


The Woman's Husband Saves Her After 
a Flerce Fight, 


THE WOMAN DANGEROUSLY WOUNDED 


The Would-Be Murderer Is Thought 
To Be a Madman—He Is a 
Wandering Umbrella Mend- 
er—Told the Police He 
Would Go Mad. 


With a wild fury resulting from ungov- 
ernable rage or insanity, Aleck Cohen stab- 
bed Smullian with a knife yesterday af- 
ternoon and then drovecthe blade twice into 
the t at of Mrs. 8. Harris. When Mr. 
H rushed to his wife’s rescue the 
madman turned upon him, but was sub- 
dued after a terrific fight, in which one of 
Harris’s fingers was nearly bitten off and 
his hand severely cut, 

The affair occurred in Harris's clothing 
store at No. 184 Decatur street, yesterday 
afternoon about 4:30 o’clock and caused 
considerable excitement. Patrolman Crim 
went to the assistance of the Harris fam- 
ily and took Cohen in charge. 

Mrs. Harris was seriously wounded and 
may not recover if inflammation should 
take place, one of the wounds being near 
the jugular vein. The woman had her in- 
fant child in her arms at the time of the 
murderous assault and the baby was also 


injured. 

Cohen came to Atlanta about four months 
@go and spent a few days in the Grady hos- 
pital. He called at the police barracks 
two months ago and told a queer story 
about his mind giving away on account of 
financial troubles. An interview with him 
was published in The Constitution, in 
which he stated that he believed he was 
going crazy and was afraid he would hurt 
somebody. 

Harris, whose store is opposite the police 
barracks, gave Cohen a place to sleep and 
permitted him to stay at the store when 
the weather was bad. Lately it was noticed 
that Cohen was acting queerly and Harris 
told him he would have to find another 
place to loaf. 

What Made Cohen Angry. 

Yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock Co- 
then went to Harris’s store and sat down by 
the fire. Harris was upstairs, his resi- 
dence being over his store. Mrs. Harris 
and her brother, A. Smullian, were in the 
store. Cohen and Smullian, who had both 
come from Russian-Poland, were talking 
about the old country, when the latter 
made some remark about the people in 
Poland being @azy. This seemed to excite 
Cohen somé, but he allowed it to pass un- 
challenged. 

A few minutes later he suddenly jumped 
from his seat and hurled a stick into Smul- 
lian’s face and then drew his knife. 
Before he could be stopped he made a 
lunge at Smullian and stabbed him in the 
face. Smullian ran toward the front of the 
store and called for the police. 

When Smullian was gone Cohen grabbed 
Mrs. Harris by the shoulder. The woman 
held her babe in her arms and could offer 
no resistance. The would-be murderer 
plunged his knife up to the handle twice 
into Mrs, Harris's throat, once in the mus- 
cle behind the ear and once under the left 
side of the chin. The latter wound is the 
one that is considered dangerous. 

Harris heard this wife's screams and he 
Tan downstairs and was in time to prevent 


Cohen from stabbing Mrs. Harris a third 
time. 

Harris seized Cohen by the back of the 
head and at the same time took hold of 
the hand that hel the knife. Then fol- 
lowed a desperate struggle. Cohen got Har- 
ris’s finger in his mouth and held it there 
until the flesh was torn from the bone. 
Harris finally took hold of Cohen's throat 
and forced him to the floor. At this junc- 
ture Officer Crim came in and the man 
was taken to the police barracks. 

Dr. Fred B. Sutton was sent for and he 
dressed the wounds of Mr. and Mrs. Har- 
ris. There is some danger of blood poison- 
ing from the bite on Harris's hand, 

How the Victims Talk. 

In speaking of the matter, Harris eaid: 

“I was in time to save the life of my 
wife, for I believe he would have murdered 
both my wife and babe if I had not stopped 
him. We have treated that fellow kindly, 
giving him a place to stay and often feed- 
ing him. I do not believe he is crazy, but 
he is just a demon and partially made so 
from tramping around the country and 
drinking whisky.” 

Mrs. Harris was too ill to talk. The babe 
was hurt while Mrs. Harris was trying to 
keep Cohen away. 

Smullian said he had no idea when he ran 
for the police that Cohen would attack the 
woman. 

“I said nothing to give the man offense,” 
said Smullian, “except to remark something 
about the shiftlessness of the people in our 
mother country. I knew all of Cohen's 
people, and several of his family went 
crazy.”’ 

What Cohen Had To Say. 

Through the bars of his cell door Cohen 
talked to a representative of The Consti- 
tution. He spoke in an excited manner, 
at times weeping. 

“They talked about my people,” said the 
prisoner, ‘“‘and called them all sorts of 
horrible names.”’ 

“Why did you stab the woman?” he was 
asked, and his reply was: 

“Because she is the person who has been 
trying to kill me for a month. Oh, Ihave 
watched her, and she thought I didn’t 
know what she intended to do.’’ 

He says he is not sorry for his act, and if 
Harris had not come in when he did, he 
would have killed Mrs. Harris. 

Cohen !s an umbrella mender. He fs short 
and stout and has anything but a pleasart 
face. He will be held on the charge of as- 
sault with intent to murder.

Captain John A, Miller Chosen 
President on First Ballot, 


DR. G. A BENSON, SECRETARY 


Election of City Chemist Postponed Until 
Next Regular Meeting, 


DA, AVARY AND MA, SMITH DISAGREE 


New Board Proposes To Reduce Ex- 
penses of Sanitary Department 
and Introduce Improved 
Methods in Governing 
the Department. 


The new board of health was organized 
at a meeting in the office of the chief sani- 
tary inspector yesterday afternoon by the 
election of Captain John A. Miller as presi- 
dent of the board. 

The election of Captain Miller was no sur- 
prise, as it was known that he had been 
pressed to accept the position by a ma- 
jority of the members of the board, and had 
consented to accept the post of president in 
case of his election, 

The meeting of the board was called to 
order by Mayor Woodward, and on motion 
of ‘Mr. Burton Smith, he was made tempor- 
ary dhairman, 

It was moved that the board proceed to 
the election of president and secretary by 
ballot. The motion received a majority of 
votes, and the members prepared their bal- 
lots for president of the board. When the 
ballots were read it was seen that Captain 
Miller had received four votes, Dr. Louis 
Jones three and Mr. Wylie Pope one vote. 
Pope, Smith, Woodward and Jones having 
voted for Captain Miller; Benson and Miller 
for Dr. Jones, and Avary for Mr. Pope. 
Captain Miller was declared elected, but at 
his request, Mayor Woodward continued 
to preside over the body until it adjourned. 

Dr. Charles F. Benson was unanimously 
re-elected secretary of the board, 

It was decided to postpone the election 
of a city chemist until the next regular 
meeting of the board, and until it could be 
definitely ascertained what appropriation 
had been made for the salary of the city 
chemist by the finance committee. It is 
expected that the election of a city chemist 
will be a lively one, as there are three can- 
didates announced for the position. 

President Miller announced that he would 
postpone the appointment of standing and 
regular committees of the board until the 
next meeting. 

New Members in Evidence. 


Each of the seven members of the board 
were in their seats when the meeting was 
called to order yesterday, Dr. Avary, who 
has been out of the city on account of ill 
health, having returned prepared to take 
an active part in the deliberations of the 
body, and with no intention of resigning as 
it was stated in some quarters a few days 
ago. The new members of the board, Mr. 
Burton Smith and Mr. Wylie Pope, the 
representatives of the city council on the 
board of health, both being in their places. 

Mr. Smith stated that there had been 
some talk in the city that the methods of 
the sanitary department were not econom- 
ical; that if the dharge, vague as it was, 
was true, that the matter ought to be rec- 
tified at once; but if not, no one would be 
more ardent in upholding the board than 
he. Mr. Smith moved that two committees 
be appointed, one to examine into the 
method of disposing of the city garbage and 
another to see whether the present course 
of the department was too expensive, and 
with the idea of reducing that expense. No 
action was taken on the motion, Mr. Smith 
Stating that he had thrown the subjects out 
more for the careful consideration of the 
board than to be acted on at once by the 
members. 


Dr. Avary Takes Issue. 


A motion was then made by Mr. Smith 
to appoint a committee, of which Mr. Pope 
should be chairman, to look into the man- 
ner in which the garbage was conveyed to 
the dumping grounds and crematory, and 
see of the present method of conveyance 
could not be improved upon. Dr. Avary 
stated that he was of the opinion that such 
a committee was already in existence, and 
he saw no reason for the appointment of 
another committee. 

Mr. Smith said: ‘“‘When a member of the 
board desires information on a certain line, 
or is not satisfied with the manner in which 
inspectors are doing their work, he has no 
right to summon the officer before the 
beard, and the only way to get about this 
matter is by the appointment of a com- 
mittee.’’ 

Dr. Avary said in a heated manner that he 
had always considered it the duty of mem- 
ters of the board to look into the matter 
for themselves without their being on any 
committee. He maintained that any mem- 
ber of the board had a right to call in at 
any time any sanitary official or employee 
for the purpose of questioning him. 

Mr. Smith maintained that no member of 
the board had the right that Dr. Avary 
had mentioned. President Miller offered 
as his opinion that the inspectors and em- 
ployees of the department were subject to 
the call of any member of the board, and 
that he had always considered that he had 
athe sid committee, consisting of Dr. 
Jones, Dr. Benson and Captain Miller, ap- 
pointed for the purposes that Mr. Smith 
desired to have anew committee appointed,

Washington, January 13.—The house to- 
day entered upon the consideration of 
the naval personnel bill. It developed much 
less opposition than was anticipated and 
the indications are that it will have a 
large majority when it ig placed upon its 
passage tomorrow. 

The last vestage of opposition to the 
measure from the line officers of the navy 
was removed today when an amendment 
Was adopted designed to prohibit staff of- 
ficers upon whom the bill confers positive 
rank from exercising command save in 
their own corps. The commiitee also as- 


serted its purpose to offe? an amendment : 


tomorrow to repeal the law giving rrize 
money to the navy and this announzement 
met with warm approval. 

The speeches on the bill today were filled 
With g.owing allusions to the glories of 
Our naval] victories jn the late war, and 
Mr. Berry, of Kentucky, created a great 
deal of enthusiasm by his eulogy ef Schley 
as the hero of Santiago. In the course of 
his remarks, Mr. Berry made the first al- 
lusion on the floor of the house to the 
mooted question as to who was reésporsi- 
ble for the victory Over Cevera’s ficet at 
Santiago. 

“I believe the bill will remove conflict, 
and if there is any country where there 
is a necessity for the removal of confiiet 
in the army or the navy it is the United 
States. (Laughter.) 1 think we had a 
magnificent phase of a conflict in the armed 
service of the United States in the papers

The resolution was referred to the com- 
mittee on military affairs. 

The Indian appropriation bill was taken 
up, but its consideration was not conclud- 
ed before the hour of adjournment.

Pasco, the Indian appropriation bill was 
called up and the reading of the measure 
was begun. 

The paragraph relating to the employ- 
ment of practica] farmers in addition to 
the agency farmers now employed was 
agreed to. 

Mr. Allison, for the committee, offered 
an amendment appropriating $20,009 to pay 
the expenses of inspectors and agents in 
the Indian Territory. He

over. 

The reading of the bill was not »com- 
pleted but was laid aside until tomorrow. 

Mr. Sponser reported from the judiciary

Negro Leaders Appear Before Commit- 
tee and Make Arguments. 
Raleigh, N. C., January 13.—(Special.)— 
Favorable action was taken by the legisla- 
ture today on the bill to unite the Rich- 
mond, Petersburg and Carolina railways. 
A bill to repeal the tax on immigration 
agents was made the special order in the 
senate tom@trow. It will pass. Agents are 
in the state ready to take further south 
great numbers of negroes as soon as this 
bill passes. It was introduced in the sen- 
ate to ratify the organization of the South 
Carolina and Georgia railways. It is de- 
cided that no bills shall be introduced after 

February 15th. 
The senate passed a bill repealing all the 
élection laws of 1895 and 1897 which were

Colonel Lawton whispered to 
Colonel Hammond and the latter said that 
one thing was the insinuation that the in- 
junction was instigated by the Central. 
He said he desired t6 show how the case 
originated and to make it clear that it was 
not fathered by the Central.

Self-Decorated British Soldiers. 


From The London Mail. 

The British soldier, now on furlough in 
London in large quantities, is richly or- 
namented with badges for service merit. 

Scarcely a redcoat is seen whose arm 
is not adorned with either the crossed 
rifles for marksmanship, the crossed swords 
for gymnasium instructorship, the pioneer’s 
crossed axes, or the good conduct badge. 
Frequently the crossed rifles carry a star 
above them, indicating that the wearer is 
the crackshot of the company. From this 

rofusion of merit decoration, it might 
justifiably inferred that the obtaining 
of honors in the army is a very easy mat- 
ter, or that the prfvate soldier is a much 
more zealous individual than 1g universal- 
ly suspected. 

Through inquiries made by a Daily Mail 
representative, the reason for this boom 
in badges has been discovered, and it is 
simply vanity—for many of the badges 
have not been won or earned. If Tommy 
Atkins has not yet gained a sleeve *orna- 
ment to display on furlough he will buy 
one and stitch it on his tunic.

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-THE INSURANCE FIELD: 


The Kansas legislature has followed the 
lead Of Iowa in passing a law enforcing 
a discriminating tax against fire insurane> 
companies foreign to the United States. 
The new law, which has already been sign- 
ed by the governor, imposes a tax of 2 
per cent On the gross premiums of United 
States companies and 4 per cent on for- 
elgn companies, 

Commenting upon this law, The In- 
surance Herald says: 

“Such an act is, we believe, a great mis- 
take. Admitting that the British companies 
are under less expense in conducting a 
part of their business and that dividends 
go abroad, yet these facts have made them 
factofs of power in conceding lower rates. 
Now that the margin is transferred it be- 
comes the interest of these companies to 
permit rates to go as high as the United 
States companies care to make them, writh- 
out objection. In other words, poor old 
thick-headed Kansas, trying to force low- 
er rates through competition, has killed 
the competition. If Diogenes should go 
wandering through that state, looking for 
sensible public men, instead of a lantern 
he would have to carry the Mt. Lowe 
searchlight and a microscope.”’ 


It is understood that the Atlas Insurance 
Company, of London, through Manager 
Lock, of New York, has secured control 
of over 75 per cent of the stock of the 


Kings County Fire Insurance Company, 
and the management of this old New York 
landmark will soon pass to the Atlas. The 
Kings County is said to nave a small but 
very choice business. This is another ex- 
ample of how the small companies are af- 
fected by the low rates in New York. 


The meeting of the stockholders of the 
Farragut Fire Insurance Company on De- 
cember 30th, resulted in a ratification of 
the proposition of the directors to reinsure 
the business of the company and wind up 
its affairs. The Lancashire took the en- 
tire business, allowing the Farragut 45 
per cent of the prorata unearned. The 
liquidation, it is understood, will be in 
charge of the president and secretary. 


At the annual meeting of the Chicago 
Underwriters’ Association, heid January 
llth, it was voted to reduce the rate on 
al] scheduled rated malthouses 25 per cent, 
the same as allowed the American Malt- 
ing Company. The 9 per cent co-insur- 
ance clause will apply on buildings and 
the full clause on stocks. 


News comes from St. Paul that Senator 
Potter, of Hennepin, has introduced a pill 
relating to reinsurance by fire companies. 

The bill] prohibits the reinsurance by any 
company of any share in {ts risks in a com- 
pany not authorized to do business jn this 
state and gives the insuranre comralssion- 
er the right to examine the officers and 
inspect the records of any company sus- 
pected of so doing at its own expense. Re- 
fusal to submit to examination or permit 
an inspection of the records is made pre 
sumptive evidence of guilt and held to sub- 
ject the company to the penalty Imposed 
by the law, which is a fine of $300 for each 
violation and the forfeiture of the licerse 
of the offending company. The revocation 
must continue not less than a year in any 
event and until the company satisfies the 
judgment which may be gained agajnst 
it in the court for the amount of the fine 
and has accepted the proposed act as a 
part of the conditions under which it is 
licensed to do business in this state. 


The 101 fire insurance companies doing 
business in Kentucky, which were indicted 
last fall by the Franklin grand jury for 
combining to keep up rates, were again in- 
dicted by the same body on Wednesday for 
similar offenses, The old cases, it is said, 
will be tried at this term of court and if 
the indictments are held good it will result 
in the collection of at least $100,000 in 


fines.

Can’t Have Court of Inquiry. 

It is said by persons who may be re- 
garded as authoritles in military law that 
in its present phase the controversy be- 
tween Genera] Miles and General Eagan is 
not one that will admit of calling a court 
of inquiry. This is entirely apart from the 
question of the right to call a courtmartial. 
In the latter case, under the strict rules 
of military law, the court would be obliged 
to take under consideration certain specific 
charges, such as an attack upon a brother 
officer and would not be permitted to go 
beyond that matter, even to the extent of 
inquiring into the truthfulgess of the 
charges made in the attack. 

The court of inquiry, however, as its 
name implies, has a broader field of action 
and might, without being bound closely, 
inquire into all the facts, mot eveh con- 
fining its inquiry to the officer alleged to 
be the offender, but perhaps, as has been 
known in the past, to return a finding that 
involved the courtmartial of more than one 
officer. In other words, a court of inquiry 
in a case like this, might, if it found reason 
therefor, indict for trial before a court- 
martial both of the parties to the contro- 
versy. However, as already stated, the best 
opinion is that at the present phase a court 


of inquiry is beyond reach. 
It has been known for a month past 


that a: bad feeling cxisted between the 
commanding general and the com- 
missary general of the army, yet 
such thas been the effect of thorough mil- 
itary discipline that before yesterday this 
had not manifested itself openly. It is 
true that the two men have not come into 
close contact frequently, and their relja- 
tions being confined ,strictly to the ex- 
change of official communications, there 


was no occasion for the development of | 


personal friction, but in view of General 
Eagan’s known bitter feeling it is now 
learned that it was with some anxiety that 
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last week, the occasion being a periodical 
session of the managers of the soldiers’ 
home. General Miles is ex-officio presi- 


| dent of this board and Commissary Gen- 


eral Eagan is a member. The two officers 
met, sat at the same table and transacted 
the routine business before the 
without the slightest exhibition of ill 
feeling and without showing a trace of 
animosity for what had gone before. It 
is a matter of speculation, however, 
whether, failing proceedings before a 
courtmartial or some other judicial meth- 
od of disposing of the issues between the 
two men, the relations between them can 
be preserved to the point Where even of- 
ficial business can be transacted. 
Miles an Unwilling Witness. 

General Miles, when asked today what 
Official action if any would be taken re- 
garding General Eagan’s attack, replied 
that he had not made any statement on the 
Subject and did not intend to forecast the 
proceedings of the war department. When 
it was suggested that the war department 
was stopped from any proceedings against 
General Eagan, on the ground of the pro- 
tection promised by the president to all 
Witnesses in their testimony before the 
war investigating commission, General 
Miles said that there might be some ques- 
tion as to the dividing: line between tes- 
timonpy an@ personal abuse; that in his 
opinion any court of justice, or for that 
matter a police court, would have stopped 
a witness who had used before it such lan- 
Suage as was used before the war com- 
mission yesterday. General Miles said: 


“I did not want to appear before the 
War commission in the first place. When 
they wrote me, suggesting that I volun- 
tarily appear before them, I replied that I 
believed it to be for the best interests of 
the service for me not to volunteer any 
testimony. When I was ordered before 
the commission and they asked me con- 
cerning certain facts that 1 then had in 
my possession, I was obliged, as a matter 
of honesty, to answer them, and produced 
official complaints to me  4as my 
best reply. Even then I did 
not tell them all the facts which 
I had discovered by my own investigation. 
This inquiry was carried on quietly 
through the proper branches of the war 
department and was begun as a matter 
of duty by the commanding general after 
the receipt of an immense number of com- 
plaints. That investigation is still being 
prosecuted, and I still think, as I said 
before, that it would have been much bet- 
ter had@ the officers of the war depart- 
ment, who have in charge the care and 
proper feelings for the soldiers, been al- 
lowed to have attended to these matters 
quietly in their-> own way.” 

Eagan Tells Why He Talked. 

Commissary General Eagan consented 
to be interview ed tonight. When the sub- 
ject of his testimony before the investi- 
gation commission was broached, General 
zagan first made clear the fact that he 
and he alone was responsible for the state- 
ments, both as to facts and language. 

“T had my own grievance,”’ General Eagan 
said. “‘A terrible dharge was _ brought 
against me. I was accused of cheating; no, 
I was accused of poisoning soldiers un- 
der the pretense of experiment. If it had 
not been for that charge, I might not have 
spoken before the commission as I did. 
For three weeks I chafed under the charge 
of having poisoned soldiers under the pre- 
tense, yes, under the pretense of experi- 
menting with chemicals. If it had not been 
for this charge, perhaps I would not have 
used such language before the commission. 
Let those that criticise my language he 
placed in the position In which I was 
Placed; let them be charged as I was 
chatged and they will understand my lan- 
fuage better. It is the gored bull that 
seels the pain.’’

Mr. Hammond Finds Attorney General 
Ready To Co-operate Fully with 
Prison Site Committee. 


The indicatioris are that the big federal 
prison, a site r which Attorney General 


Griggs is at prestnt considering, will he 


located on the property presented to the | 


city by the Central Railroad Company. 

T. A. Hammond, the member of the city 
council committee on federal prison sites, 
who thas been in Washington for the past 
three days in consultation with the attor- 
ney general, returned to the city early yes- 
terday morning. Mr. Hammond stated that 
everything was working smoothly and he 
anticipated no difficulty in the attorney gen- 
eral finding a site for the prison that would 
be thoroughly acceptable in every respect. 

The representative of the prison site com- 
mittee carried with him to Washington a 
complete map of the property offered by 
the Central road to the city, together with 
a map of the @id waterworks site to the 
south of Atlanta. 

Councilman Hammond made offer. to 
Judge Griggs only of the Central road 
property with the hope that he would find 
that acceptable, since the tract of land had 
been tendered to the city free of cost. The 
property seemed to please the attorney gen- 
eral very much and Mr. Hammond states 
that the cabinet member was very much 
impressed with the fact that the property 
had been tendered to the city without cost. 

Mr. Hammond said that immediately af- 
ter reaching Washington he was met by 
Colonel Livingston, who obtained for him 
an audience with the attorney general. He 
said: 

“1 found thAt Colonel Livingston 
held in the highest esteem by the attorney 
general and other officials of the department 
and this had much to do with the kind con- 
sideration shown me by Judge Griggs. 

‘The attorney general I found to be 4 
practical business man, easy to approach 
and with 'a liking for Atlanta that means 
much to the city in the selection of a prison 
site. I formally tendered to him as a site 
for the prison the property offered by the 
Central railroad and I have reason to be- 
lieve that he will consider the site seriously 
and possibly accept it in the end. 

“No other sites were offered by the city, 
but the attorney general will have the 
privilege of looking at all those at the 
disposal of the city whenehe comes to At- 
lanta to make a personal inspection.” 

Mr. Hammond stated that he found Judge 
Griggs in thorough sympathy with the com- 
mittee on prison sites in the 
matter of selecting a site for 
the prison that would be of the 
least cost to Atlanta. It is understood that 
this is one of the reasons the committee 
decided to send a representative on to 
Washington to find out the attitude of the 
attorney general toward Atlanta. 

Judge Griggs took the position that the 
city, if possible, shgeuld be saved the ex- 
penditure of a large amount of money in 
finding the property location for the big 
prison and he assured Mr. Hammond that 
he would co-operate with the committee to 
the fullest extent. 

The committee on prison site of the city 
corncil is fully satisfied with the result of 

+. Hammond's yisit to Washington, and 
is at last certain that the big federal prison 
in which the government is to put 35,000,000, 
is to find a home in Atlanta. 

The property offered by the Central road 
is conveniently located for the purposes of 
trangportation, being on two trunk lines, 
and ia only a short distance from Fort 
McPherson. This fact will have much 
weight with the attorney general and is 
considered one of the chief recommenda- 
tions of the property. 

Mr. Hammond states that he was much 
impressed with the attorney general and is 
satisfied that he will assist and co-operate 
with the council committee.in the choice 
of the site. Before leaving, Judge Griggs 
expressed much pleasure at the prospect of 
his coming visit to Atlanta, but could not 
say at what time he could get away from 
Washington for that. purpose.

Miss Alice Graeme Price, daughter of the 
late Willis F. Price, of Macon, niece of 
Mayor Daisy Price, of Macon, and niece 
of Mrs, Candler, wife of Governor Allen D. 
Candler, died yesterday afternoon at 4:16 
o’clock at the Holmes sanitarium, 17 West 
Cain street. 

Her death resulted from typhoid fever, 
with which she had been il] for six weeks. 
The mother of Miss Price, Mrs. Alice W. 


Price, was with her at the time of her 


death, having come to this city when she 
was first attacked by the fever. 

The fever was of the most malignant 
form, and from the first the condition of 
Miss- Price was serious. Physicians and 
nurses were with her constantly, doing all 
that medical science could suggest to over- 
come the disease. For a time the efforts 
of the physicians proved successful, and it 
was thought the young lady would re- 
cover. 

Several days ago, however, her condition 
again became dangerous, and despite the 
efforts of the physicians, the disease be- 
gan to secure a stronger hold upon her 
system. This continued until Thursday af- 
ternoon, when it was thought Miss Price 
was improving. 

Early yesterday morning, however, it was 
seen that she was in a precarious condi- 
tion. She continued to sink, rallying slight- 
ly once or twice, but always relapsing into 
a sinking condition. Not until the early 
part of yesterday afternoon did the physi- 
cians give up hope. 

It was seen that she could not live, and 
Mrs. Price, Mrs. Candler and other relatives 
who were present, were told to prepare 
for the worst. Death came at 4:15 o'clock, 
Miss Price dying without suffering and 
with a tender smile upon her beautiful 
countenance. 

Miss Price came to Atlanta to spend the 
winter at the mansion with her aunt, Mrs. 
Candler, and to assist in doing the social 
honors at the executive residence. From 
the day of her arrival until she became ill 
she was the central figure in social events 
in this city. 

She was the only daughter of the late 
Willis F. Price, one of the leading citizens 
of Macon during his lifetime, and Mrs. 
Alice W. Price, who survives her daughter. 
In Macon she was a leader In the younger 
Social set, and was greatly admired. She 
Was exceedingly handsome, of a distinct- 
ively blonde type, and had a figure and 
bearing of unusual stateliness and grace. 
She was an acknowledged belle at Narra- 
gansett Pier last summer, from which re- 
sort she came to Atlanta. During the visit 
of the ladies of the cabinet to Atlanta dur- 
ing the Peace Jubilee, Miss Price as- 
sisted in their entertainment, and cre- 
ated a decidedly favorable impression upon 
the leaders of Washington society. 

The illness of Miss Price was caused by 
the poor sanitary arrangements. which 
existed in the executive mansion at the 
time of Governor Candler’s inauguration. 
Before the days of the Atlanta water- 
works a windmill supplied the mansion 
with water, the pipes being distributed 
through the house from a tank. 

When the windmil] was discontinued this 
tank was allowed to remain, and it is 
thought the decaying wood caused the ill- 
ness of the young lady. After she be- 
came ill plumbers were put to work, and 
the water now reaches the mansion without 
passing through the old tank. 

On a special car, accompanied by Mrs. 
Price, Mrs. Candler and ,@ humber of 
friends of this city, the body of Miss Price 
will leave Atlanta over the Southern road 
today at 12:5 o’clock. The casket wil] be 
taken from the train direct to the ceme- 
tery, where funeral services and the inter- 
ment will occur.

TO DECIDE AN 
IMPORTANT MATTER 


City Attorney Will Say Tax Collector 
Should Name Cellier’s Successor. 


WILL REPORT TO COUNCIL 


Street Improvement Collector Is Part 
of Other Office. 


IT MAY RESULT IN AN ORDINANCE 


Seems the Office Is Merely a Branch 
of the City Tax Collector’s 
Department. 


City Attorney Anderson, to whom the in- 
teresting question as to who has the right 
to elect the collector of street improve- 
ments has been referred, will report at the 
meeting of council Monday afternoon that 
gthe appointing power lies in the city tax 
collector. 

It is known that up to the time that the 
office of collector of street improvements 
was separated from that of the city tax 
collector and put under the coupon sys- 
tem, the collector was directly responsible 
to the tax collector for the funds that 
Passed through his hands. 

Mr. Ed Payne, the tax collector, claims 
that there has aever been any legislation 
by the council making the office of collec- 
tor of street improvements a separate one, 
and that Mr. Collier, the present incum- 
bent, moved his headquarters from the 
office of the tax collector to that of the city 
comptroller.on the ground that the office 
had been placed under the coupon system. 

The city Tax collector asserts that he is 
still responsible for the conduct of the 
office of inspector of street improvements, 
though he has ceased to have supervision 
over it. 

He is of the opinion that he has the same 

right now to appoint an occupant for the 
position as he had two years ago, when he 
named Mr. Collier for the position to fill 
an unexpired term. 
‘ Mr. Collier was elected for the year 1887 
to the office of collector of street improve- 
ments on the city tax collector’s ticket as a 
deputy, and shortly after that time the 
office was placed under the coupon system 
by council. 

Tax Collector Payne states that the im- 
pression that any disagreement_exists be- 
tween him and Mr. Collier is entirely erro- 
neous, and that they are on as good terms 
as ever. He desires, however, he states, in 
justice to himself, that the question as to 
who has the right to elect the collector of 
street improvements be settled at once, so 
as to relieve him of responsibilities. 

Since the departure of Mr. Collier from 


the office of the tax collector, the work 
that devolved upon the collector of street 
improvements in that particular depart- 
ment has been done by the son of Collec- 
tor Payne, according to Mr. Payne’s state- 
ment, 

It is believed that the report of the city 
attorney Will be accepted by council at the 
meeting Monday, although it is thought 
oy some that a bylaw will be passed by 
council relieving the tax collector of his 
responsibility in the office of collector of 
street improvements and making the offices 
separate by direct ordinance. 

In such a solution the election of collee- 
tor of street improvement will go either to 
council or to the finance committee, it is 
believed. 

The two candidates for the position of 
Street improvement collector, Mr. Collfer, 
who seeks re-election, and Mr. R. 8S. Bosche, 
are particularly interested in the outcome 
of the discussion which will come before 
council Monday.

Shipments of Mississippi Cattle to St.

It “sees no reason why there 
should not be as much room in the south 
for the Georgia hog as the one from Iili- 
nois, and for Mississippi beef as for that 
from Kansas. It thinks, too, that the 
southern farmers should produce théir 
own hay and oats. By diversifying their 
crops in this way they could not only 
keep at home the money now sent to 
northern and western states, but contrib- 
ute a considerable percentage to the ex.

Fluctuations narrowed down to 
a matter of 4 points. The first call de- 
veloped a steady feeling, and while start- 
ing at a decline of 1 point, finished at an 
advance of 2 points. Following the call 
there was a further general improvement 
of 2@3 points, but the market at no time 
Was particularly active. Certain Wall 
street houses contributed to the confidence 
of smaller longs Ly continuing to buy with 
a liberal hand. The speculative public at 
large also seemed inclined to buy when 
trading at all. The upward movement in 
prices was arrested by light selling for for- 
eign and southern accounts and by realiz- 
ing by some of the smaller bulls in the lo- 
cal market and a few outsiders, who con- 
sidered the market to be oversold.

NO NEED TO CALL LOANS 


Good Grades of Cotton Find a Ready 


Demand—Low Gradesin Larger .| 


Supply Than Usual. 


New York, January 13.—R. G. Dun & 
Co's Weekly Review of Trade will say to- 


morrow: 

“Contrary to the French saying, the ex- 
pected has occurred. Rapid advances in 
prices of iron and steel products have had 
their immediate effect, perhaps not to the 
lasting benefits of the industry, for there 
is the same reason for doubt as to its per- 
manence as-in 189, when shrinkage of buy- 
ing and reaction soon carried -prices lower 
than before. But there is now larger de- 
mand for many other products, and without 
unwieldy combinations all are doing well. 
Throughout the country was never in as 
strong a financial position as every govern- 
or of London banks admits, one stating 
that as London has financed America here- 
tofore. now for the first time New York 
is financing Europe. No evidence of weak- 
ness is secn in the other branches of in- 
dustry nor in those upon which the great 
excess of exports most depend. 2 

“Wheat and cotton still go out largely. 
Europe is buying because it has-needs, and 
New York is lending to Europe nobody 
knows how many millions because there is 
for the present no need to call loans. The 
receipts of $2,500,000 gold from Australia is 
yunced at San Francisco. 
ae Avenrinains are in the humor to invest 
in their own country and have a great 
amount of money to put out without recall- 
any of their joans to Europe, so that 
the theaviest transactions ever known in 
the stock exchange have occurred during 
the week without the evidence of reaction 
for which many strong operators have 
been looking. 

‘In products also the 
country grows stronger. Last years exports 
of wheat and corn were far beyond all 
precedent, but the past week has seen ex- 
ports of 4,237,686 bushels wheat, flour in- 
cluded, agianst 3,216,470 last year from At- 
lantic ports and in two weeks 9,452,109, 
against 6,086,788 last year, be- 
sides exports in two weeks from 
Pacific ports of -1,524,01 bushels, 
against 2,34,0u9 last year. | Meanwhiie, 
corn exports have been in two weeks 
7,199,313 bushels, against 6,091,578 last year. 
It is quite impossible to account for such 
movements on the theory that at current 
prices this country is underselling the 
world, and has great quantities yet to 
move at similar prices. 

“Mhere was an advance of 14c in wheat 
during the week and ic in corn, but with- 
out any indication that supplies running 
short, and the western receipts on wheat 
have been in two weeks 8,649,899 busheis, 
against 5,503.250 last year. 

‘Neither is there evidence of Weakness 
in the great industries. The output of 
pig iron January lst Was 243,516 tons, 
against 235,528 December Ist, showing a 
product of about 8,00) tone weekly more 
than has been estimated with a further 
decrease. of 37,449 tons in stocks unsold 
during December. But while the Austral- 
ian order for 22,000 tons is still on the 
market with another European order for 
15,00 tons plates, the mills are so crowd 
ed that prices are moving up rapidly. 
Bessemer pig iron is only 10c higher at 
Pittsburg and grey forge 15c, but plates 
advanced l0c, and cut wire nails have 
been advanced 10c by the combination. 
Minor metals are algo stronger. There 
have also been large demands for struc- 
tura! work, 

“Wool is stifly held at the west. This 
industry has been thampered beyond all 
expectations by the prices demanded for 
wool, While ordinary stocks yet unsold. 

‘The market for cotton goods has been 
fairly large and at rather better prices, 
in accord with the price of cotton which 
has risen to 6.06 cents. Rece'‘pts south 
are for the moment much smaller than 
heretofore, while there is accumulating 
evidence that the crop, gathered late and 
under wnfavorable conditions of weather 
does not grade as well as was expected.” 

Bradstreet’s Review. 

New York, January 13.—Bradstreet’s to- 
morrow will say: 

‘Perhaps the most notable feature of the 
trade situation at present is the strength 
of prices of nearly all staples, but particu- 
larly of cereais, cotton, iron and steel, 
which have apparently gained further 
ground since the first of the year. 

“Explanation of the strength of wheat is 
of course found in the good cash demand, 
which seems to meet any slight reaction 
in values and which has placed the price 
at a point as high as at any previous time 
for three months past. This cereal and 
corn are both in exceptionally good de- 
mand abroad, judging from the large ex- 
ports reported, and good foreign demand is 
likewise the secret of strength in cotton, 
shipments of which continue heavy. A 
feature of dealings in this staple is the 
ready demand for good grades and the in- 
difference manifested toward low grades, 
which, owing to bad weather at the south, 
are in larger than usual supply. Cotton 
manufacturers, indeed, have been complain- 
ing for some time of the low spinning qual- 
ity and waste of the present crop. 

“While large sales of iron and steel are 
not so numerous as in recent weeks. fur- 
ther advances in prices, notably of pig iron, 
steel billets, plates and rods bear testimony 
to the eagerness of buyers to secure sup- 
plies and the almost corresponding indif- 
ference of the trade toward new business, 
order bioks of most of the mills being ree 
ported well filled. Pig iron production is 
the heaviest ever known, but stocks show 
further depletion. The successful floating 
of a number of large consolidations in this 
industry of late has naturally stimulat- 
ed interest and discussion in further con- 
solidations, The formation of syndicates, 
however, is not confined to jron and steel, 
because within the week there are reports 
of a projected great tobacco syndicate, 
having for its object the securing. of con- 
trol of the entire Cuban supply this year. 

“The strength of cotton goods is still a 
feature of the dry goods market, but the 
hoped for advance in raw wool has not yet 
materialized and the trade in manufactured 
woolens is still slow. 

“The feeling of confidence in the lumber 
trade is unabated and an active demand is 
looked for in the spring. the strength of 
‘hard woods being a particular feature in 
this connection. 

“Prices for boots and shoes are held 
steadily and the outlook is regarded as 
favorable. Leather, too, is firm and hides 
are in sympathy. 

“In other industries activity is a feature. 
a notable instance being the heavy vesse] 
tonnage now being built both at the lakes 
and on the seacoast ,aggregating for mer- 
cantile and national purposes a total 
claimed to be fa rin excess of any previous 
period in the country’s history. 

“Wheat, including flour shipments. for 
the week aggregates 5,647,071 bushels, 
against 6,860.263 bushels last week and 6.- 
299.517 bushels in the corresponding week 
of 1898. Since July Ist this season the ex- 
ports of wheat aggregate 134.036.0448 bush- 
els, against 137,742,301 bushels last year. 

“Corn exports for the week aggregate 
$,297.702 bushels, against 4.844.288 bushels last 
week, and 4.641.750 bushels in this week a 
vear ago. Since July lsat this season corn 
exports aggregate &9.091,991 bushels, against 
84,444,486 bushels during the same period a 
year ago. 

‘Business failures for the week show 
quite an increase over the preceding week, 
numbering 394. against 237 last week, but 
comparing with 323 in this wek a vear ago, 
478 in 1£97, 412 in 1896 and 378 in 1895.

“It is noticeable that this week the mar- 
k‘t has. presented growing evidence of 
manipulation and of a decided rease in 
he amount of purely specu ve pur- 
chasing in contrast with the investment 
demand for securities which was eo nota- 
bly displayed prior to January Ist.

Early Gain in Wheat Wiped Out—Corn 
Closed Lower, Oats Higher and 
Provisions Lower. 


Chicago,January 13.—Heavy liquidation by 
local speculators exerted a bearish inilu- 
ence in wheat today and an early rise of 
&%c was wiped out. May closed unchanged. 
Corn left off %@%4c lower and oats ciosed 
a shade higher. Fork lost 10@lM2%c and lard 
and ribs 74e¢c each. ; 

Unexpected strength at Liverpool, where 
the market was quoged 5gd higher notwith- 
standing the weakhess here yesterday 
started wheat strong. The advance, waicn 
was wholly independent of any Known Con- 
ditions, made shorts somewhat nervous 
and instead of May wheat being pressed 
for sale at 7c, as it was yesterday alter- 
noon, there were buyers anxious to get 
it at from 71%4%@71%c. Loca! professionals, 
who almost to a man have sold wheat short 
for a week, placed very little confidence in 
the opening rally, and in accordance with 
their views sold more at the advance. On 
a further rise to 71%@7l‘ec during the next 
half hour they sold again, and in the next 
half hour had the satisfaction of a deciine 
to Tle. The sellers, other than those who 
were short, were not numerous during the 
decline referred to, apart from those who 
had the protection of calls for the day at 
from 71% to 71%ec and the market was quick 
to react on any moderate demand. Re- 
ceipts at Chicago were 101 cars, of which 
14 graded contract. Minneapolis and 
Duluth reported §6-cars, against 412 for 
the same day last week and 364 a year ago. 
The aggregate of western primary receipts 
was 674,000 bushels compared with 354,000 
bushels last year. New York wired early 
in the day that the foreign demand for 
wheat and corn had improved, and there 
was a good amount reported disposed of at 
Kansas City for direct export by way ot 
gulf ports.

REPORT OF WORK BY 
PATRIOTIC CrILDREN

Its aims, objects and purposes are 
to teach children from infancy to seventeen 
years southern history and keep alive in 
useir minds the history of the lost cause 
and of the men who wore the gray. It is 
aiso instituted to help the disabled soldiers 
and aid in all confederate work. At a 
meeting of the Atlanta chapter of the 
Daughters of the Confederacy February, 
8%, plans were formulated for perfecting 
an organization among the children. Mrs. 
Albert Howell, Sr., wag appointed direc- 
tress. On March lith she formed a very 
creditable society of boys and girls. Dur- 
ing her term of office she awarded a gold 
medal to Margaret Waddell tor the best 
production of confederate history. At the 
expiration of a year, Mrs. Howell resigned 
and I was appointed directress. The mem- 
bership now numbers sixty, an increase of 
twenty during the year. The dues are 
placed at the minimum sum of 25 per an- 
num, entertaining and instructive pro- 
grammes have been arranged for the semi- 
monthly meetings, which are always well 
attended. The members furnish music and 
recitations with which to enrich the pro- 
gramme. Ladies and gentlemen who passed 
th h the trying times of the sixties have 
frequently addressed the chapter, relating 
personal reminiscences, thus giving the 
children valuable information and unwrit- 
ten history, which they could not otherwise 
obtain. The officers have been selected 
from among their own number and have 
presided with dignity and efficiency.

Mrs. McDowell Wolff has very ably as- 
sisted me. She presented the chapter with a 
historic gavel, made of the wuod of a tree 
that grows in the yard of the old home of 
Stonewall Jackson at Lexington, Va. It is 
handsomely mounted in silver. On the oc- 
casion of the presentation of this gavel an 
elaborate programme was presented. Repre- 
sentatives from the various patriotic organ- 
izations in the city were in attendance and 
much enthusiasm was manifested. The chil- 
dren participated in the exercises on Memo- 
rial ay and placed a flag on every sol- 
dier’s grave. During the confederate re- 
union they took a prominent part in the 
entertainment given to the sponsors and 
maids of honor. At that time [ gave a re- 
ception in the name of the Children of the 
Confederacy to Mrs. Stonewall Jackson. to 
which all distinguished visitors were’ in- 
vited, thus giving the children an 
portunity ot seeing and knowing 
many of the widows of our la- 
mented chieftains. During the past year 
the chapter has done no specitic work, but 
in 1897 it contributed $15 toward the iron 
fence inclosing the confederate cemetery 
at Resaca, Ga., and also sent $10 toa needy 
confederate veteran in Mississippi. Reso- 
lutions on the death of Winnie Davis were 
forwarded to her mother and sister, and 
a beautiful letter was received in return. 
The chapter expressed its affection for Mrs. 
Wolff Christmas by the gift of a confed- 
erate badge.

THE SPEED OF A SHIP. 
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Methods of Measuring It—The Use of 
the Log. 
From Navy and Army Illustrated. 

‘How do you ascertain the speed of a 
ship?” is a question frequently addressed 
to naval men, and an explanation will, 
therefore, probably be of interest to many 
readers. There are several methods, the 
commonest and most ancient being by. the 
use of the “log.’’ This instrument consists 
of three parts—the logship, the line and 
the marks. The logship is a piece'of wood 
about half an inch thick, and shaped like 
@ quadrant, with a piece of lead let in 
round the circular edge to make it float 
perpendicularly in the water. It is hung 
by lines at each angle, the three lines 
being joined together about two feet from 
the logship. Two of the lines are securely 
fixed to the ‘“‘ship,’’ and the other has a 
bone peg at the end, which, being pushed 
into a hole in the ship, temporarily fastens 
it there. From the point of juncture of the 
three lines a sufficient length is measured, 
generaliy about one hundred feet, to take 
the logship well clear of the ship’s wash. 
This is called the ‘“‘stray line,” and is 
marked with a piece of bunting. From 
the bunting is measured 47 feet 3 inches, 
and the line marked here with a piece of 
leather. Then another 47 feet 3 inches is 
measured off, and marked with two knots: 
then another space the same length, and 
marked with three knots; and so on as far 
as seven knots. Jialfway between each 
beatch of Knots one single knot is made. 
The log line is then ready for use. 

The space between the Knots is found 
from the simple iittla rule-of-three sum: 
As 3,600 seconds (number of seconds in an 
hour), 28 seconds (iength of sandzgiass), 
6,080 feet (number of feet in a nautical 
mile); length of line required—which works 
out to 47 feet 3 inches. 

To use the log four persons are required 
—two men to hold the reel on which the 
line is wound; the quartermaster to hold

the glass, and the midshipman of the 
watch, to heave the log. The last named 
puts the peg ftirmly in the logship, and then 
gathers three or four colls of line in his 
hand, sufficient to admit of the logship be- 
ing thrown well clear of the ship. He 
asks, ‘Clear glass, quartermaster?’ ‘“‘Clear 
glass, sir!’’ comes the reply, and overboard 
goes the logship and line, the reel rapidly 
revoiving. Presently the middy feels the 
piece of bunting passing through his hand, 
and he gives the order, ‘“Turn.”’ The quar- 
termaster turns the glass, and watches the 
sand, while one “reeler’ holds well over 
his head, so as to give the line fair play. 
When the sand has run out, “Stop!” cries 
the quartermaster. The midshipman 
grasps the line, assisted by the other reeler, 
and looks for the nearest knot, finding a 
single one close to his hand. Then the 
line is hauled in, and four Knots appear, 
which signify that the ship is going four 
and a half knots through the water. The 
jerk of the line draws the peg from the 
logship, which now floats on its flat side 
and is easily hauled in. When a ghip is 
going over four Knots, a fourteen-second 
glass is used, the epeed being double that 
shown by the knots on the line.

Further inquiries revealed that an elder 
sister is Mrs. Davis. who was adopted 
by an uncle also in 1871. The family re- 
union followed.

Im- 
portant cases were called for its consider- 
ation and many witness<s appeared before 
the jury to testify to certain facts. 

Five true bills were returned against 
Whisky dealers in the city for selling 
liquors on an election day. Those indicted 
are W. P. Avary, E. H. Carroll, Joseph 
Jacobs, W. A. Long and Henry Potts. The 
bonds of the defendants were fixed at $300 
and this amount was deposited with the 
Sheriff yesterday afternoon ,for the ap- 
pearance of the defendants at the court, 
which ronvenes next Monday morning. 

The charge against those indicted is sell- 
ing whisky on an election day. The cases 
are intended for test cases, and the out- 
come of them involves an important con- 
struction of the law and much inter¢st at- 
taches to the disposition of the cases. 

There was at one time a law which al- 
lowed the saloons of the city to open on 
election day after the ballot boxes had 
been closed. Several liquor dealers in the 
city decided at the last election to make a 
test case of it and opened their doors. 

All the cases wil] be tried at the same 
time, and the result of one will determin 
the issue jn all of them. It is a legal ques- 


tion which is involved and the whisky 
men claim that if they are victorious they 
have gained something that will give them 
much greater latitude in the conduct of 
their business. 


Mike Day Indicted. 

Mike Day, the little boy who is charged 
with the killing of Frank Fleury, was in- 
dicted by the grand jury ycsterday. The 
charge in the indictment is involuntary 
manslaughter, The killing occurred on 
Monday morning following Christmas day. 
A crowd of small boys were playing ina 
vacant field back of Spellman seminary 
and Mike Day had a pistol which he was 
shooting. One of the shots took effect in 
the body of young Fleury with fatal results. 

John Milam was indicted by the jury for 
the murder of Perry. The killing ccurred 
in the house of Florence Livingston, on 
Madison avenue. At the time of the 
killing she stated that Perry had come to 
the place in a state of intoxication and 
meeting Milam they quarreled, the shoot- 
ing resulting. 

The Owens women, rharged with assault 
to murder, were indicted by the jury. It 
is alleged that they held Special Officer A. 
J. Cavander, of the police force, while he 
was trying to make an arrest, and @ 
man named Owens shot him. The women 
say they did not know that Owens was 
about to shoot. The women are now held 
in jail and will be kept until the trial 
comes up next week. One of them is a 
Miss Owens, a sister of the man who did 
the shooting, and the other is Mrs, Owens, 
the wife of the same man.

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Yesterday morning A. W. Barrer, the 
man who was locked up because he had 
suddenly gone crazy about his runaway 
wife, appeared to have regained his senses 
and ‘he was given his liberty. At noon, yes- 
terday, he called at The Constitution office 
and said he wished it stated that he was 
all right once more. 

Barrer laughed heartily about his manit- 
acal spell which had caused such a sensa- 
tion at the home of his mother-in-law, No. 
110% Whitehall street, Thursday night. He 
said he did not know what got into him, 
but supposed it was due to the méntal 
worry through which he had passed. 

“I thave no recollection of what occur- 
red,’’ the said. “I remember having gone 
to Mrs. Hooker’s home and the next thing 
I Knew I was lying on the floor of a prison 
cell. I see that the police say I had a knife 
and was a madman. I am sorry that I 
caused the disturbance and glad that I did 
not go so far as to kill or hurt anybody.” 

Barrer gave a very entertaining history 
of his brief married life. 

“TIT married Rosa Maude Hooker,”’ said he, 
“about. two years ago. She ran away from 
me about a year ago, and I published a 
notice, warning people not to give her 
credit om my account. Then she got mad 
and sued me for a Qivorce, and afterwards 
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dropped the suit and came back to me. 
Her lawyer threw up the case and said he 
wouldn’t have anything to do with such 
a mess. Those are the words he used. 
Now, she is gone again, and can stay. 
Here are the notices that were published.” 

He drew from a vest pocket two clippings 
from copies of The Constitution. One was 
the notice about his wife’s desertion and 
the other a story about her divorce suit. 

Barrer was taken from his mother-in- 
law’s home by Patrolman Kimbro, at the 
request of the dejected husband’s relatives. 
He had an open knife, and as he frothed 
at the mouth he flourished the knife with 
demoniacal fury. It was believed he had 
suddenly become a raving maniac. On the 
way to the police barracks he attempted 
to cut an officer and narrowly escaped a 
clubbing. 

When Barrer walked out of the barracks 
yesterday perfectly calm and cool, there 
were different opinions about his case. 
Some of the officers still believed he had 
been insane the night before about his lost 
wife, while others thought he had been 
putting up a grand fake and that he knew 
what he was about.

We are told that the starch factory soon 
to start at Brewton will pay $3 per ton for 
casava delivered. It is stated that thirty 
tons per acre is an average yield for casava, 
thus making $96 per acre. The freight rates 
to Brewton would be nominal.
